Ron Haslam (Hon) finished third 
ahead of Virginio Ferrari (Yam) and 
Barry Sheene (Suz).

The riders 
have lost a good payday and the event 
had the potential to grow toa $100,000 
purse wihin a few years from the 
$40,000 we were offering this year.”

The phone calls started last 
week.

They were among the nameless 
others, up in arms. 

Not because the ride — perhaps 50 
riders blasting up a public highway 
as fastas they could — was dangerous. 

Not because one or two or three of 
the participants could easily end up 
underneath a bus, the subject of 
screaming headlines in the national 
press, “Three magazine editors killed 
in street race.” 

Not because of the alarm the sight 
of four dozen riders at speed could 
spread among the populace. 

But because they were afraid the 
story would make it impossible for 
them to borrow bikes from Kawasaki 
for next year’s ride. 


These people didn’t get indignant 
about racers taking dope and ram- 
ming others on the racetrack. They 
didn’t much care when John Woo 
slid into the turn two embankment at 
Laguna Seca two years ago and died. 
Or when Bruce Hammer bounced off 
an Armco barrier at Elkhart Lake. Or 
when Russ Sanford got pitched out 
of the California State Department of 
Parks and Recreation because a memo 
he wrote might offend gays. 

No. 

These self-righteous motorcycle in- 
dustry illuminaries became outraged 
only when an accurate story of their 
annual street-race and crash-fest on 
Highway One perhaps endangered 
their ability to get a free bike once a 
year from Kawasaki. 

I guess the free bike part is impor- 
tant because without it they'd have to 
risk crashing their own machines. 

Or maybe they don’t own motorcy- 
cles. 

As you may have guessed, I’m not 
sympathetic. 

Race on the racetrack, I say. 

If you ride fast on the street, do it 
solo or in small groups, not in packs 
or strings of groups or bunches of 
lunatics on Highway One. 

If you can’t scam a bike for the ride 
next year, try something truly revolu- 
tionary: Buy your own. 

I have nine, and they’re wonderful 
additions to a person’s garage. e

Drugs and 
racing 


Following up, 
our duty

Keith Code’s article “Time for a cru- 
sade against drugs and racing” 
appeared in the June 13 issue of Cycle 
News. In it Code revealed that he was 
an addict 16 years ago and talked 
about the dangerous short and long- 
term effects of drug use on riders... 
Editor. 


I want to thank all of the 
dozens of people who have writ- 
ten, called, shaken my hand 
and patted me on the back for 
writing the bit on drugs and racing. 
To those of you who told me I was 
brave to expose my past in such a 
manner, I only want to say that you 
needn’t worry, if I thought that sacri- 
ficing my own career in and around 
the racing game would make it better 
for all of those guys who come along 
in the future, I would gladly do it 
because motorcycle racing is worth it 
and the future is worth it. 

I want to thank the riders and 
others who have responded to this 
situation with positive action by re- 
porting racers who they have seen 
using drugs at the races to club offi- 
cials. Yes, that is happening. It is 
good to see it because some of us are 
realizing that if we don’t clean up our 
own nest, no one else is going to do 
it for us. It is our duty because zt is our 
chosen game; no one forces anyone to 
race. And speaking of duty, let's take 
our hats off to Cycle News and John 
Ulrich for having the guts to tackle 
this subject. 

Club officials are on the lookout 
for drugs, riders are looking at each 
other deciding that they don’t want 
to ride with people who aren't respon- 
sible for their actions and, most im- 
portantly, there is a beginning to be an 
awareness among sponsors and pro- 
moters that racing will not grow up 
until the basic unit that we present to 
the public, the rider, is presentable to 
the public. Other sports are cleaning 
up their act with druggies because 
they see how it affects the public 
image of their sport. It’s easy to see, 
for everyone but druggies, that drugs 
make people stupid. You can’t pre- 
sent someone who is truly stupid to 
the public. Uneducated, yes, stupid, 
no. 

Our largest sanctioning body, the 
AMA, has trouble with this point of 
riders using drugs. I have discussed it 
with AMA officials and have been 
told that the legal implications and 
potential entanglements make it al- 
most impossible to police the area. 
Armed guards with the urine samples 
and certified handling of all the pro- 
cedures, etc., etc., make it very diffi- 
cult. An informal test for illegal sub- 
stances with a warning to the rider 
would even be worse if that rider then 
was involved in some accident and 
the AMA had knowledge of prior use. 
That would open the door for lawsuits 
and further complications. By con- 
trast, in Europe on the world GP cir- 
cuit, riders are tested at the discretion 
of the race officials. You don’t sue the 
German government or the Italian 
FIM congress or whoever. They 
simply tell you to pack it in, that’s it. 
No recourse. I suppose it is one of the 
great failings of democracy that an 
individual can have rights and the 
group cannot. It’s the old story of the 
burglar suing the shop owner because 
his guard dog bit the burglar. The 
burglar argued that the shop owner 





didn’t havea sign, Beware of Dog. To 
many of us, frontier justice still has 
its place. 

Since the original article on Drugs 
and Racing, I have been barraged 
with reports on who is and who is not 
using, on and off the track and if 
anyone got the idea that I was address- 
ing road racers only, let me set you 
straight: Drugs are happening on the 
dirt as well. 

I have been approached by some 
people and asked if I couldn't keep 
this stuff to myself, that maybe it 
could be handled in a slightly quieter 
manner. Forget it; if we have to go 
through a weeding-out process, let it 
be done and done now so we can get 
this show on the road with more 
Freddie Spencers, Kenny Roberts, 
Wayne Raineys, Eddie Lawsons, 
Randy Mamolas and the likes of 
them in all motorcycle racing sports. 
These are the guys who are trying to 
pull racing to the top and they are 
being constantly dragged down by 
the rest. 

Take those five guys and put them 
in aroom with the press and you have 
excitement. If you are a druggie/ 
rider, take yourself and four of your 
friends to the same place and you 
have boring, boring, boring. The 
public will not accept that and the 
media will not be interested because 
the people who do these sports are 
just as important, if not more, than the 
sport itself. And the good guys have 
charisma and the bad guys don’t. 
Why? Because the good guys have 
nothing to hide and nothing to be 
ashamed of and the bad guys do. 

You want to see this sport grow? 
Keep up the good work out there. If 
you know someone who is using and 
you don't think it’s OK, tell them. If 
that doesn't do any good tell the club 
officials — yeah, that’s right, rat on 
them. If that doesn’t do any good, 
then tell me, I'll think of something. 
Perhaps a list of known users printed 
in Cycle News every week would 
help! ® 





Raising a ruckus

Like the Rodney Dangerfields 
of the vehicle world, motorcy- 
cles just can’t get no respect. 
Ever wonder why? We like to 
blame our problems on politicians, 
bureaucrats, safety-crats and environ- 
mentalists, but the truth is many of 
our woes can be found in that piece of 
plumbing attached to the exhaust 
end of our engines. 

A couple of recent occurrences 
pointed out this fact vividly to me. 

Everybody knows you can’t com- 
petitively run a motocross bike more 
than a season or two; after that it’s 
outdated or ready for the slag heap. 
The survivors find their way onto the 
trails and the empty lots, as did the 
RM125 in my neighborhood. 

The noise of the Suzuki is accept- 
able ona racetrack, but when a group 
of neighborhood teen-agers subjects 
it to one of their tag-team riding ses- 
sions on our township road or in the 
neighbor’s yard, the rat-tat-that echoes 





off the houses and outbuildings is a 
din to behold. 

Had I not had a cranky two-year- 
old to contend with during the latest 
running of the RM, there may have 
been one less clapped-out motocrosser 
in the world now. On that occasion, 
the oldest of the bunch of riders — 
attired in shorts, sandals, sleeveless 
shirt and no helmet — set an example 
for his younger peers to match by 
making several top-gear, window- 
rattling passes on the road. Illegal? 
Antisocial? Only if you get caught. 

A few days later I rode to Watkins 
Glen, New York, for the American 
round of the world trials series. Along 
with two friends, we camped in a 
beautiful state park on a hill above 
the town. There were many other 
motorcycles in the crowded camp- 
ground, and with a blaring excep- 
tion, all were acceptably quiet. 

But on Sunday morning, along 
about 6:30, our three neighbors fired 
up their straight-pipe Harleys, allow- 
ing them to lump-lump for 10 min- 
utes or more. I enjoy the distinctive 
sound of a Milwaukee twin, but with 
each revolution those bikes seemed to 
get louder and planted the seed of a 
headache that lasted all day. When 
the last bike stalled on the way out of 
the campsite, I made the sort of 
comment that gets one into barroom 
fights. But the remark apparently 
went unnoticed as the straggler relit 
his engine. 

If I, a motorcycling enthusiast of 
the highest order, can cultivate such 
intense feelings of dislike (to be diplo- 
matic) over the noise of a motorcycle, 
it’s little wonder that we as a group 
have an image problem among non- 
riders. I can only speculate how my 
neighbors feel about our local RM 
and my fellow campers over those 
early-morning Harleys. 

Noise, whether it’s made by road 
bikes or off-roaders, is still motor- 
cyling’s number-one public relations 
problem — and it has been pretty 
much since the beginning of motor- 
cycling. Noise is what tests the mettle 
of the AMA with bike-ban ordinances, 
and noise is what raises the blood 
pressure of backpackers. 

If a hiker can’t hear you he doesn’t 
know you're in the woods with him, 
and he won't go to the next Sierra 
Club meeting to work ona resolution 
calling for the abolishment of off- 
road vehicles. Neither will citizens 
call up their councilmen to demand 
that motorcycles be banned from their 
streets if they don’t notice your bike 
among other traffic sounds. 

Motorcycles are more powerful than 
ever. And at the samg time they’re 
quieter. Is there really a need then for 
a racing four-into-one pipe on your 
150-mph street bike? Likewise, if your 
new enduro bike is quicker than you 
are through the woods, why install a 
less-restrictive silencer? My only guess 
is that it’s that old correlation between 
sound and speed: If it sounds louder, 
it must be going faster. 

Judging by today’s motorcycles, 
it’s apparent we can live comfortably 
with current noise standards. Unfor- 
tunately, there are those who feel they 
can ignore the delicate compromise 
we won with the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency just a few years 
ago. 

If bikers truly want.to be socially 
accepted and win the respect we 
clamor for, the best place to start is 
right at the end of our own tailpipes. 
It may be a decade old, but the slogan 
“less sound, more ground”. is still 
valid today. If you want people to 
treat you as an equal partner on the 
highways and trails, you’ve got to 
have a quiet motorcycle. 

Until that happens, we're our own 
worst enemy. And if progress comes 
at all, it comes reluctantly. e

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Keep SCORE in Baja 


Let’s lay the SCORE Barstow race 
and Mr. Fitzpatrick’s unfortunate ex- 
periences to rest. Every side in the 
issue has valid points. 

Everyone was stunned with the 
quickness in which SCORE was able 
to put on the Barstow replacement 
race in Lucerne Valley. It took but a 
week or so. Desert motorcycle clubs 
and riders are accustomed to nine- 
month waits for BLM map approvals 
alone. SCORE'’s reaction time was 
miraculous and their effort most com- 
mendable. 

The recreational and motorcycle 
racing clubs along with the racers 
were just not fully advised or pre- 
pared for SCORE/Baja type racing 
in Lucerne. 

The motorcycle race by the Dis- 
trict-37 club had been approved, 
planned and advertised months in 
advance of the week SCORE pre- 
running began. Both courses over- 
lapped and intersected, though 
SCORE and the club did an admira- 
ble job of alleviating conflict and 
problems. There were only minimal 
“close calls” between the non-SCORE 
motorcyclists and AT Vers and the Bar- 
stow/ Baja racers, but some did occur. 

Holding a near surprise SCORE/ 
Baja-type race on a long holiday 
weekend opened up a whole other 
can of worms, however. The Lucerne 
(Camp Rock and Soggy Dry Lake) area 
is always very popular with recrea- 
tionalists, particularly on long week- 
ends. These weekend warriors mainly 
are independent of clubs, race organ- 
izers and reading the ads and calendar 
of events like in Cycle News. They 
camp where a notion suits them, ride 
and drive in every direction, don’t 
adhere to a time schedule and can’t 
tell the difference between hare and 
hound course markings and SCORE’s 
While not members of organized 
groups, they have equal rights to use 
of off-road recreational areas. 

Sadly, a small percentage of the 
SCORE racers acted just like they 
were in Mexico, not in “our” desert. 
Indeed there were some who startled 
unaware weekend campers and off- 
roaders. It was probably these same 
dull-wits that considered the primary 





access roads (Camp Rock and Besse- 
mer Mine) practice tracks for their 
four-wheel race and pit vehicles. 

There were numerous reports of 
recreationalists and D-37 race people 
having unpleasant experiences, in 
the desert and on the access roads. 

One area where SCORE erred gros- 
sly was leaving behind a huge amount 
of trash, from 55-gallon drums to 
Kleenex, in the Camp Rock area. 
Desert motorcycle race clubs, members 
and most weekenders have been dil- 
ligent for years in leaving off-road 
areas cleaner than when they arrived. 
SCORE and a goodly number of its 
participants violated a rule, law if 
you have it, and, sadly, the winds car- 
ried immense amounts of trash across 
the area for miles. This was disgrace- 
ful! And unnecessary. 

There is a crucial question about 
the environmental and use compati- 
bility of traditional desert events with 
Baja-style activities and vehicles. It 
may very well be in all our best con- 
cerns to keep Baja racing in its home, 
Baja.

AFM Six-Hour scoring

Either 
the results would stand as posted, or, 
if a race team could show evidence for 
their. position and fault could be 
found with the AFM’s charts, the 
results would be changed. 

However, Rick Mitchell’s race team 
lap charts contain errors. A review of 








Rick Mitchell’s team charts showed 
the following: 

He stated that he completed 211 
laps and his charts show 211 laps 
completed; but his charts clearly show 
lap l as the warm-up lap and lap 2 as 
the start of the race (this leaves 210 
laps); his charts do not list lap 19 nor 
do they list lap 166 (this leaves 208 
laps); there are no times listed for laps 
20, 21, 59, 139, 140, 142, 143, 148, 149, 
176, 177, 190, or 191; all times are 
listed as lap times and not as cumula- 
tive times (lap times are much easier 
to “invent” and much harder to corre- 
late to the AFM'’s lap charts). 

Regarding the 1981 Six-Hour race, 
Rick Mitchell could have made all 
the “waves” he wanted, but if the 
paperwork had not backed him up he 
would not have improved his finish 
position. I think the AFM’s present 
scoring system works, it is responsive 
to reasonable protests, and it gets the 
results out fast. 

A suggestion for future racers keep- 
ing independent records they may 
wish to submit (because they are pro- 
testing scoring results) at the AFM 
Six-Hour races would be to obtain the 
services of a few people to keep the 
team lap charts. These people should 
preferably have no other duties that 
would interfere with their ability to 
keep accurate charts. The charts 
should have accurate lap counts. The 
times should be cumulative starting 
when the race starts (not the warm- 
up lap) and ending when your bike 
crosses the finish line at the end of the 
race and takes the checkered flag. 
Each time the bike enters the pits the 
charts should state so, and also indi- 
cate a long lap that reflects the time 
spent in the pits plus the actual time 
to complete the lap. The charts should 
be signed and the laps each person is 
responsible for keeping should be 
noted.

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Goss bounces back in 


Santa Fe TT

Randy Goss showed the drive of a champion 
with a gritty, never-give-up, come-from- 
behind ride in the Santa Fe TT National. 
Goss, involved in an accident with arch rival 


Ricky Graham at the begin- 
ning of the sixth lap of the 25- 
lap event, tactfully picked his 
way through traffic to grab the 
lead from Mickey Fay with less than 
two laps to go and then take the win. 

Fay, riding the Harley-Davidson 500R 
of sidelined Jay Springsteen, finished 
second, a short distance behind team- 
mate Goss. Rounding out the top 
three was Wood-Rotax-mounted vet- 
eran Alex Jorgensen. 

Terry Poovey, aboard a Honda, 
scored his best-ever finish in a TT 
National with a fourth, while Hon- 
da’s Ricky Graham fought his way 
back from the accident with Goss 
which put them both down to post a 
fifth place finish. 

The action packed ride by Goss 
electrified the fans as few, if any, 
believed he could come back from the 
spill and win. 

It was one week ago that Goss and 
Graham went into the DuQuoin Mile 
National tied at the top of the point 
standings. The Bubba Shobert appeal 
decision that moved Goss up to first 
in the Hagerstown Half Mile results, 
Graham’s no points ride at DuQuoin, 
coupled with Goss’ win and Gra- 
ham’s fifth tonight scrambled things 
around enough that Goss held the 
lead over Graham, 185 to 161, as the 
pair left the track. 


Time Trials 

After a delay of nearly four hours to 
groom the track after an afternoon 
rain storm had left it under water, 
qualifying got underway at 9:30 p.m. 
Goss, warming up to the tacky track, 
cut the fastest qualifying lap with a 
40.231 second time. Fay, going out 
late in the qualifying session, bumped 





Graham from second spot with Pete 
Hames and Poovey rounding out the 
top five. 

Rick Weir, at 42.717, was the 48th 
and final qualifier as 62 Experts took 
time trial laps. 


Heats 

Goss took the lead off the line in 
the first of the four 10-lap heats from 
which the top three finishers would 
advance to the National. 

Poovey, not known as a strong TT 
rider, proved those who thought so 
wrong as he quickly moved into 
second to put some pressure on Goss. 
As the laps wore down, Poovey inched 
closer and for the final two laps shad- 
owed Goss waiting for a slip that 
never happened. 

Third, behind winner Goss and 
runner-up Poovey, went to rookie 
Expert Dan Bennett. That put the 
Oregon rider, who was riding a Meg- 
acycle/Knight/Red Line-sponsored 
Honda, into the first National of his 
career. 

Billy Herndon came within a bike- 
length of taking third from Bennett 
at the flag. 

The heat would prove to be the 
fastest of the night, giving Goss his 
choice of starting positions for the 
National. 

Ronnie Jones led the start of heat 
two, but Fay and his Bill Werner- 
tuned Harley were in command for 
good by the end of the first lap. 

Steve Eklund, adouble TT National 
winner and the holder of the one lap 
and 25 lap TT records at the Chicago- 
area track, hustled past Jones for 
second on lap four. At the same time, 
Honda's Doug Chandler had his chain 
come off in the infield and he lost two 
laps before he got going again.

Fay, winner of last year’s TT 
National. at Santa Fe, led Eklund to 
the finish while Jones, the 1980 
National winner, held off the last lap 
charge by Dan Ingram to take third. 

The third heat belonged to former 
Grand National Champion Graham. 
He rolled his factory Honda into the 
lead off the start and proceeded to 
stretch that lead and go on for an easy 
win. 

While Graham was sailing along 
out front, Jorgensen, on his Pioneer 
Trucking/Storz/Macedo Construc- 
tion-sponsored Wood-Rotax, spent 
the opening laps of the heat race cut- 
ting his way through traffic after a 
seventh place start. By lap three, Jor- 
gensen was into third via some slick 
maneuvering in the infield portion 
of the track. Mike Gilkey, aboard the 
Lloyd Schwartz-owned Yamaha, fell 
prey to Jorgensen’s charge on lap five 
and the top three were set. Jorgensen 
tried his best to close the gap on 
winner Graham, but fell short. Gil- 
key was a safe third. 

An erratic start on the first turn of 
the green light in heat four brought 
out the red flag. On the restart, hole- 
shot artist Scott Pearson timed the 
light perfectly. and led the field into 
turn one. Ted Boody was on Pear- 
son’s rear wheel with Jimmy Filice 
and Rich Arnaiz a heartbeat behind. 

The front four played rubberband 
for the first five laps until Pearson 
and Boody broke away and left Filice 
in a lonely third. Pearson continued 
to hold command and took the win 
with Boody in tow. Filice began to 
get pressure from Hames in the clos- 
ing laps and on the final lap Hames 
got underneath him in turns three/ 
four. But Hames had built up too 
much speed and couldn't hold his 
line with the end result being Filice 
beating him to the flag for third. 


Semis 


Chandler, an alternate for the first 
semi, got into the field when two rid- 
ers scratched. Scott Parker, eighth in 
his heat after a get-off, like Chandler 
was looking to take the win since 
only the victor in each of the two 
semis would go to the National. 

Ingram led from the start with 
Chandler, after a bad start, closing in 
the final laps. Parker took himself 
out of contention in a crash. 

Initially, Tim Mertens and Hern- 
don had a duel for second until 
Chandler made their battle one for 
third. Chandler’s night ended on the 
final lap when he challenged Ingram 
for the lead over the smaller of two 
infield jumps, hit a tire that was serv- 
ing as a track boundary marker, and 
cartwheeled off the track. He hit 
hard, but was quickly up and then 
left the track for a nearby airport 
where he had a chartered airplane 
waiting to take him to Pennsylvania 
for Saturday’s Pocono Road Race 
National and then back to Chicago 
for Sunday’s Hawthorne Mile. 

Ingram and his Babe DeMay Har- 
ley went on to win and advance to the 
National. 


Hames was in command of semi _ 


two from the exit of the infield on lap 
one to the checkered flag. He took 
advantage of a five-rider duel for 
second, which was led by Jon Corn- 
well, to pull away to a comfortable 
margin of victory. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

Herndon finally put it all together 
in the LCQ to earn the last ticket to 
the National. The Texan held com- 
mand of the front running position 
from start to finish. Parker charged 
his way to second and was beginning 
to reel in Herndon when his third 
get-off of the meet ended his night. 


Junior National 


Chris Carr, aboard the Ron Wood 
Racing 560cc Wood-Rotax, began 





his total domination of the Junior 
portion of the program in time trials 
when he qualified over 1.3 seconds 
faster than the next quickest rider. 

Carr added to his credentials as the 
top Junior on the circuit by winning 
his heat race by a margin of victory of 
12 seconds — picked up ina short six 
lap race. 

The 12-lap Junior National was 
another runaway for Carr. So much 
so, that he was wheelieing and wav- 
ing to the crowd from the second lap 
on. 
“I guess it was just my night,” was 
the understatement from Carr fol- 
lowing his third straight Junior 
National victory. 


National 

The hour may have been after 
midnight, but there weren’t any rid- 
ers yawning on the grid for the 
National. Goss selected the grand- 
stand pole position with Graham, 
Pearson, Poovey, Eklund and Fay 
alongside on the front row of the 
6/6/3 rider grid. 


Graham took command on the 
start, followed by Fay, Goss, Pearson, 
Poovey, Eklund and Gilkey with the 
rest of the field following in close 
order. A battle for the lead quickly 
developed among Graham, Fay and 
Goss with Goss moving to second 
with an infield pass of Fay on the 
third lap of the 25-lap race. 


Goss immediately began to close 
on Graham, hounding him through- 
out the fourth and fifth laps. As the 
pair approached the entrance to the 
infield on lap six, Graham lost the 
front end and slid down. Goss, right 
on his rear tire, had no place to go, hit 
Grahan and also went down. Fay 
alertly avoided the tangle and took 
over the lead while Goss and Graham 
struggled to untangle themselves and 
their bikes. 


“Ricky hit a slick spot and went 
down in sort of a slow motion thing,” 
Goss would relate after the race. “I 
had to stand on his bike to get mine 
up and while I knew that was pre- 
venting him from picking his bike 
up, I said to myself, ‘Hold on, Ricky, 
mine’s first!’ I had the clutch in when 
I went down and had kept the engine 
running. I didn’t know what posi- 
tion I was in when I got back racing, 
so I just gassed it. I got out of shape a 
few times, but then I got it all 
together.” 

“I just wanted to make things 
interesting,” quipped Graham later, 
but he wasn’t smiling when he said 
it. 

Graham hurried to start his bike 
with help from the Honda crew. 
They partially blocked the track and 
hampered a few riders, most notice- 
ably Herndon. Graham got back 
underway in about 12th position. 

Fay, in a pre-race interview said he 
felt he would win the National for 
the second year in a row. He looked 
šet to do just that as he quickly 
opened up a comfortable lead follow- 
ing the Goss/Graham collision. 


Behind leader Fay came Poovey, 
Eklund, Jorgensen, Pearson, Gilkey 
and Goss with Goss moving to fifth 
one lap later via a display of master- 
ful passing in the infield. 

The positions remained the same 
through the 10th lap, although it was 
now a four-rider clump of Poovey, 
Eklund, Jorgensen and Goss follow- 
ing Fay. 

Goss was charging and onlookers 
were speculating as to just how high 
up in the running order he could 
possibly finish. On lap 14, the champ 
picked up two positions to move into 
third ahead of Jorgensen and Eklund 
and set his sights on Poovey, the only 
rider between himself and leader Fay. 
While Goss was on the move, Gra- 








ham was momentarily mired in tight — 


pack of traffic and running ninth. 

Goss took second away from Poo- 
vey on lap 15 with Jorgensen drop- 
ping the Texan to fourth on the same 
lap. The top three finishers were at the 
front, but the drama was just be- 
ginning. 

The final 10 laps saw Goss, who 
seems to reach deep down within 
himself for a gold medal performance 
when the chips are down, bring the 
crowd to its feet. He attacked the 
track, gaining a foot or two here, a 
yard or two there, to slowly (in time) 
and rapidly (in speed) close up on 
Fay. Behind the top three, Poovey 
was fighting to hold off Eklund, 
while Graham was steadily moving 
forward and led a battle for sixth. 

When starter Steve Faraci gave the 
sign that there were just five laps to 
go, Goss was well within striking dis- 
tance of Fay, who was guarding his 
line the best he could. Jorgensen was 
a safe third with Poovey, Eklund and 
Graham following in that order. 

Pearson, with transmission prob- 
lems, slowed while Ronnie Jones had 
front brake problems end his charge. 

Fay and Goss had the crowd 
screaming on lap 22 as the margin 
between them alternated from less 
than a bikelength to nearly five 
lengths at different parts of the track. 
Goss’ line through the infield seemed 
to be the stronger and as the pair 
entered the infield on lap 23, Goss got 
a wheel inside as the two headed to 
the first infield jump. He landed 
almost alongside of Fay and then 
scooted on the inside line to the 
tightest turn — a right hander — and 
took the lead. The crowd was going 
nuts and cheering Goss on. 

The final two laps for the leaders 
were anticlimaticas Goss immediately 
opened up a 20-bikelength advan- 
tage over Fay. 

Goss, with his fist in the air, took 
the checkered flag and immediately 
pulled toa stop by the pit entrance to 
allow his wife Vicky to hop on back 
of the factory Harley to accompany 
him on his cool-off lap and victory 
lap with the checkered flag. 

Fay followed Goss across the finish 
line, with Jorgensen next home with 
no challenge behind him. Poovey’s 
fourth place finish wasn’t as comfort- 
able as Graham pulled out all the 
stops on the final lap to steal fifth 
from Eklund and then pressure Poo- 
vey to the line. 

“I never gave up,” said Goss after 
he removed his helmet and gave tuner 
Brent Thompson a bear hug. “I never 
even thought I didn’t have a chance 
to win. The accident was a set back, 
but it was in the first few laps so I felt 
I had some time to get back into the 
fight.” 

“Randy is fast, he’s on the bubble 
and he’s going for it,” said Fay of his 
defeat by teammate Goss. “‘I can hon- 
estly say that if I had to get lose to 
someone I don’t mind that it was 
Randy who did it. Of course, I’m dis- 
appointed I didn’t win, but it was 
still a good race.’ 

“Considering I had to come froma 
second row start, I think I did pretty 
good,” said Jorgensen. “I had to 
fight my way through traffic and that 
took some time. It was quite a race.” 

The mother of the winner summed 
up the feelings of those who had 
watched what was one of the most 
exciting races in a long time when 
she threw her arms around Randy 
and said, “Damn, did you ride a 
race!”

Hawthorne Mile 
sizzler to Graham

STICKNEY, IL, AUG. 5 


Ricky Graham led Honda teammate Bubba 
Shobert to a one-two finish over Harley- 
Davidson’s Randy Goss in the shortened Haw- 
thorne Mile National. Excessive tire wear 


due toa very abrasive track sur- 
face and high temperatures 
combined to present a situa- 
tion where rider safety dictated 
the scheduled 25 laps be cut to 16 for 
the National. Even then it was nearly 
too much as both Graham and Sho- 
bert finished with no tread left on 
their tires while Goss’ rear tire was 
showing the second layer of cord in 
places. 

Fourth place finisher Doug Chand- 
ler’s rear tire was also down to the 
second layer of cord in spots while 
Harley-Davidson rider Jimmy Filice, 
who followed Honda’s Chandler in 
fifth, had a rear tire which looked 
unworn in comparison to the others. 

Graham took the win from Sho- 
bert in the final feet before the check- 
ered flag in a draft and pass maneuver 
while Goss followed about eight bike- 
lengths back. Shobert, suspended for 


six consecutive Nationals for a fight _ 


involving Terry Poovey at the July 7 
St. Louis Short Track National, was 
back in action. The rescheduled 
Pocono Road- Race on August 4 
marked the final race of his suspen- 
sion. 

Goss, who came to Hawthorne 
with a 24 point lead over Graham, 
saw that shrink to 17, 198 points to 
181. Chandler, with 144 and Boody at 
138, moved into third and fourth in 
the standings. Scott Parker’s 16th 
place finish earned him no points 
and he slipped from third to fifth at 
135. 


Time trials 

Track grooming of the Hawthorne 
Race Course oval extended one hour, 
30 minutes past the scheduled start of 
practice, and practice was cut to two 
five lap sessions per rider. “It was 
barely enough time to scuff in tires, 
decide on the best gearing combina- 
tion and everything else you need to 
do for a mile,” said a disgruntled 
Gary Scott. 
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In addition to the shortened prac- 
tice time, Hawthorne marked the 
first National that Goodyear tires 
were no longer approved for racing. 
The company no longer manufac- 
tures dirt track tires and withdrew 
their AMA manufacturer’s approval 
of the supplies still left. The riders 
had a choice of Carlisle or any DOT 
tire approved for road use. 

Normally, time trials are run on a 
first out, first on the track basis. At 
Hawthorne, the riders drew for the 
position they would attempt to qual- 
ify in. Some griped about their late 
draws, but Shobert, who ended up 
the quickest, was near the end of the 
69 riders who attempted to make the 
48-rider National field. Shobert cut a 
37.763 second lap to edge Chandler's 
37.771 with Graham, Terry Poovey 
and Hank Scott rounding out the top 
five. Randy Triplett, at 39.505, was 
the 48th qualifier. 

Heats 

Shobert turned his strong start in 
heat one into a comfortable lead by 
the third lap. The early Ted Boody/ 
Steve Morehead battle for second was 
soon joined by Jimmy Filice and Pete 
Hames with Hank Scott and Steve 
Eklund then making it a six-rider 
battle. On lap seven, Morehead 
slipped off the groove and before he 
could get back to where the traction 
was he found himself in ninth. Filice 
drafted his way to the front of the 
second place battle and held Boody, 
Hames, Scott and Eklund in tow as 
the field started the final lap. Shobert 
won easily, but Filice had to draft 
Boody at the finish for second after 
Boody grabbed the position earlier in 
the final lap with a turn three pass. 

The first half of the second heat 
saw Chandler and Goss swapping 
the lead as the two headed into turns 
one and three with each using the 
draft to its maximum. Behind them, 
Alex Jorgensen pushed his XR into 
third and broke away from a raging 





battle behind him. Goss began to 
inch away from Chandler on lap six 
and moved far enough away in the 
final laps that Chandler couldn’t catch 
his draft and challenge. Mickey Fay, 
aboard Jay Springsteen's factory Har- 
ley, edged Rich Arnaiz in a to-the- 
flag battle for fourth. 

It took three starts to get the third 
heat on the way. The first start saw 
Greg Wagenknecht crash, unhurt, 
and a complete restart was called for. 
Graham, who had led the two laps 
run, changed to a different rear tire 
before the second start. A false start 
brought out another red flag, but on 
the third try everything was clean and 
Graham set out on a one rider voyage 
from start to finish to post the fastest 
heat win and take the pole position 
for the National. Scott Parker and 
Peter Hook engaged in a duel for 
second after the two pushed Scott 
Pearson back to fourth. Hook then 
slipped off the groove, allowing 
Pearson back into the fight. Hook 
recovered quickly, but now had Tim 
Mertens for company. The four con- 
tinued to battle for second until the 
final lap when Parker pulled out 
about 10 lengths and left Hook to 
draft his way into the National by a 
slim margin over Pearson and 
Mertens. 


The fourth heat shaped up to be 
the privateers-only heat with no fac- 
tory supported riders in the line-up. 
Poovey went to the front off the start 
with Gary Scott, using a Metzeler rear 
tire in a gamble to see if and how one 
would work, in tow. Garth Brow, on 
the Mert Lawwill-tuned Electro West 
XR, and Deeley Harley-Davidson's 
Jon Cornwell took up the battle for 
third. Poovey’s lead dwindled in the 
final five laps with Brow and Corn- 
well coming on strong as Scott’s rear 
tire began to give him handling prob- 
lems. Scott dropped to fourth on the 
final lap while Brow held off Corn- 
well’s challenge in the sprint to the 
finish. Poovey’s worn rear tire gave 
him enough traction to take the win. 


The AMA tech crew, referee Duke 
Olliges and AMA's Bill Boyce all 
spent time in the pits talking to riders 
and checking tire wear. The checking 
continued through the semis and 
Last Chance Qualifier. 


. Semis 


Two transfers to the National were 
up for grabs from each of the two 
semis. Fay’s lead of semi one was 
short-lived as Hames forged his way 
past before the end of lap one and set 
out to lead the next five laps. Hank 
Scott inched his way closer and took 
the lead on lap six, only to have 
Hames grab it right back. Morehead 
and Eklund then joined the fray. 
Scott led lap eight, Hames took it 
back on lap nine. Scott and More- 
head then dropped Hames to third 
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Brow and Boody lead Hook, Cornwell, Hames, Morehead, Jorgensen and 
Mertens in midfield action from the National. 





and went to the finish side-by-side in 
the closest finish of the day with the 
advantage, by an inch or two, to More- 
héad. 

Pearson and Mertens were joined 
by Gary Scott in a battle for the lead 
in semi two. Mertens took command 
on laps four through seven with 
Pearson following, and Scott on hold 
in third. Pearson and Mertens then 
engaged in some drafting strategy on 
the front straight to see who would 
get the advantage at the finish. Scott 
lost the draft of the front two in the 
final two laps. Mertens led Pearson 
through turn one on the final lap, 
holding off Pearson’s challenge in 
turn three. However, Mertens 
couldn’t contain Pearson’s charge to 
the flag and he came up two feet short 
at the finish line in second. Both 
transferred to the National. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

Hames didn’t wait around in the 
LCQ. He led from start-to-finish 
although he was challenged in the 
late laps by Mike Hilley and then 
Arnaiz. It appeared Arnaiz might 
have the horsepower to catch Hames, 
but he coasted into the pits one lap 
from the end and Hames cruised to 
the win and the final ticket to the 
National. 


Junior National 

Chris Carr continued his domina- 
tion on the mile as he collected his 
fourth straight National win and 
third consecutive victory on the mile. 
Following Carr to winner's circle for 
the second straight time in mile 
Nationals was Harley-Davidson of 
North Texas XR rider Duane Duvall. 
Roger Thompson, on another re- 
stricted XR750, finished third on the 
Mike Mockbee owned and tuned entry. 

Carr proved convincingly that his 
Wood-Rotax four-stroke 500cc single 
was the way to go. “A track like this 
gives a bike like mine an advantage,” 
said Carr after the race. “I was shift- 
ing down to fourth going into turns 
one and three and that allowed me to 
get a better drive off the corners. I was 


upshifting about a third of the way ° 


down the straights.” 

“Chris is really fast, but I'm going 
to catch up with him one of these 
days,” said Duvall. 

Thompson’s third place came at 
the expense of rival Don Estep. The 
two engaged in a drag race to the 
finish from turn four and Estep 
pounded his handlebars in frustra- 
tion as Thompson slipped by for 
third with scant feet to go. 


National 

There was plenty of discussion on 
tire wear prior to the start of the 
National with proposals by riders 
ranging from a full 25 laps to run- 
ning 12 laps and then stopping the 
race to change tires before having a 





second sprint, this time 13 laps, to the 
checkered flag. It was finally decided 
that 16 laps would be the maximum 
the race should go. In retrospect, that 
was nearly too long for a safe race. 


“The track surface is very abrasive 
and similar to running Louisville in 
the daytime,” said Boody. “Louis- 
ville’s surface would shred the hard- 
est compound you could use in only 
10 laps and that’s on a half mile. This 
is a mile so the problems are more 
than doubled.” Boody and Tex Peel 
hedged their bet and Boody’s bike 
was shod on the rear with a Dunlop 
Sport Elite(DOT-approved street tire) 
for the National. 

Some riders, Terry Poovey among 
them, chose to alter their engine/ 
gearing combinations so as not to 
have as much tire eating acceleration 
coming off the turns. 

Lap money, at $343 per in the short- 
ened KK Motorcycle Supply/Cycle 
magazine-sponsored National, put 
$5500 up for grabs. A rider leading 
every lap could earn $700 more in lap 
money than the $4,800 the race paid to 
win. 

Spare rear tires were a common 
sight as the 17 riders and crews made 
their way to the grid. The Hawthorne 
course, two long, long straights joined 
by short, tight turns, has the finish 
line at the end of the front straight 
rather than in an area near the mid- 
dle. Thus, an increased advantage to 
the riders behind the pack leader in a 
drafting situation. 

Graham led at the end of lap one 
and the race was on. Shobert, Goss, 
Poovey, Chandler, Filice, Parker, 
Brow, Boody, Hook and Cornwell 
followed in a string. Shobert chal- 
lenged Graham on lap two and then 
took the lead on lap three, sweeping 
past as the field headed into turn one. 
Goss and Poovey were engaged in a 
battle for third with Chandler ahead 
of a Parker/Filice duel followed by a 
similar one between Brow and Boody. 

Goss swooped into the lead enter- 
ing turn one to begin lap six. Gra- 
ham had led across the start/finish 
line with Goss holding on the gas a 
fraction of a second longer. Graham 
stormed back to first on the back 
straight with Shobert zipping by both 
at the end of the lap. 

By lap eight, the halfway point, the 
top three had broken away from the 
rest of the field and established a 
good lead. Poovey was beginning to 
feel heat from Chandler with Filice 
in fifth ahead of Parker as Boody leda 
six rider fight for eighth. 

Shobert, Graham and Goss traded 
positions at will all over the track 
with Goss letting everything hang 
out in order not to lose the draft of the 
Hondas. The electrifying battle, con- 
ducted full tilt on rapidly wearing 
tires, was a masterful display of rac- 
ing technique by all three. 





On lap 10, Poovey made his move 
to reel in the leaders and closed 
momentarily on Shobert, getting close 
enough to mount a challenge before 
dropping back. Parker was the first 
rider to greatly reduce his speed after 
realizing his rear tire was giving him 
little or no traction and was worn toa 
frazzle. He slowly drifted backward. 
His tire blew just after he took the 
checkered flag. 

Chandler and Filice were moving 
toward the front and the two were 
right on Poovey’s rear tire on lap 13. 
Boody was reeling in Parker for sev- 
enth with Brow and Hames follow- 
ing. Jorgensen led a pack containing 
Cornwell, Pearson and Hook, with 
Mertens, Morehead and Hank Scott 
behind. 

Poovey retired on lap 14 with a 
broken engine. His luck was both 
bad and good since a check of his rear 
tire showed it was totally worn out. 

Up front, the battle raged among 
Goss, Shobert and Graham in what- 
ever order you like depending on 
their position on the track. Goss led 
the start of the final lap, but slowed as 
he exited turn two and Shobert and 
Graham moved past. Shobert led into 
turn three and off turn four, but 
didn’t hold off Graham's charge and 
came up about two feet short at the 
finish. Goss was 10 bikelengths be- 
hind. Poovey’s retirement made the 
Chandler/Filice battle one for fourth 
and Chandler came out on top of that. 
Boody took sixth while Hames held 
Jorgensen at bay for eighth. Cornwell 
and Pearson rounded out the top 10. 


“I worried a lot about the tire prob- 
lem,” said Goss. “I knew Ricky was 
having problems because he was slip- 
ping around in the turns. The groove 
was quite narrow and if you slipped 
off into the powder it was all over. I 
slowed a bit on the final lap to play it 
safe.” 

“T thought I had enough steam to 
hold off Ricky at the finish,” said 
Shobert. “I guess I played it a bit too 
careful on the final lap in turns three 
and four. We were really running 
close together out there, but we never 
touched.” 

“This has to be one of the closest 
races ona mile I’ve ever been in,” said 
Graham. “There was a fine line 
between going as fast as possible and 
still being able to stay on the groove. 
When you run that close together you 
have to trust the other riders. We all 
knew what we were doing. Nobody 
was going to make a foolish move 
because one slip and we would all 
have been up in the dust off the 
groove.” e

Only Larson 
made the field in the July 22 round 
at Hawkstone Park in England, 
after the other two riders suffered 
minor injuries before the race be- 
gan. Although Larson didn’t place 
in the points, he was doing one- 
handed leaps over a double jump 
that only five other riders were 
able to clear. 


Dave Thorpe (Hon) won the August 
5 500cc MX GP in Femme, Belgium, 
with a l-l score, while Andre Mal- 
herbe (Hon) finished second overall 
after a 2-3 day. Georges Jobe was 
third overall with a 4-2. Malherbe 
leads the championship chase over 
Jobe, 346 to 325. Thorpe holds third 
at 309. One round remains in the ser- 
ies. 


The California State Senate con- 
firmed the appointment of William 
Briner as Director of the State 
Parks and Recreation Department 
on August 6. The vote was 21 to 
20; off-roaders in Sacramento say 
that the closeness of the vote was 
indicative of OHV enthusiasts’ 
disatisfaction with Briner’s recent 
stewardship of the Department. 


1979 500cc World Motocross Cham- 
pion Graham Noyce sent shock waves 
reverberating through his native Eng- 
land when he announced his retire- 
menton July 23. After leaving KTM 
midway through this season, Noyce 
had picked up a ride on year-old 
works Hondas, but then he missed 
the British GP and made the annouce- 
ment. Noyce was quoted by Britain’s 
Trials and Motocross. News as say- 
ing, “I sat down late last week and 
realized I was going to the GP at 
Hawkstone without any real chance 
of winning. I decided that it was time 
to pack it all in.” 


Sam McDonald came from the 
seventh row to win the Pocono 
F-2 race on the RS250R Honda 
v-twin. McDonald's bike suffered 
an ignition failure in his heat race, 
forcing him to start from the back; 
he was 12th on the first lap, fifth 
on the third lap and took the lead 
on the fourth lap. 


The overall win at the August 5 125 
MX GP in Kuopio, Finland, went to 
Michele Rinaldi (Suz) by virtue of 
wins in both motos. Corrado Oaddii 
(Cag) finished second overall with a 
2-5 tally, with Jeff Nilsson third with 
an 11-2 score. Maddii retained his 
point lead over Rinaldi, 299 to 269.

Baldwin 
cruises to 
Pocono win

LONG POND, PA, AUG. 4 


Mike Baldwin, on an American Honda- 
backed RS500, had an easy time winning the 
shortened Formula One race at Pocono, 
cruising toa 15-second win over Cycle Sports 


Honda-mounted Randy Ren- 


frow, with Dan Chivington 
third on the George Vincensi 
TZ750 Yamaha. It was Bald- 
win’s third National win of the year 


and puts him comfortably ahead of 
Wes Cooley (fourth here) 72 to 44 
with three races to go. Fifth here went 
to the MacLean Racing Honda of 
Rich Schlachter. 


The Pocono race run on Saturday 
was originally scheduled for June 23- 
24, but was rained out. With the 
exception of the Superbike race, which 
was run on the Saturday of the rained 
out weekend, all of the races were 
repeated on Saturday with a 5:00 p.m. 
curfew imposed due toa WERA race 
the next day. Apparently, little pro- 





moting was done and the crowd for 
race day was well less than 11,000 
diehard fans, many of whom were 
WERA members waiting for their 
chance. Because of the small crowd 
and uncomfortably hot and muggy 
weather, the riders suggested that the 
scheduled 27 lap final be cut and the 
AMA decided to cut it to 20 laps, 
which was 57 miles. 

The 44 riders who showed up were 
split into two five lap qualifying 
heats. In the first, Mike Baldwin 
made fast work of it with Randy Ren- 
frow, Schlachter, Gregg Smrz and 
Miles Baldwin, in Wes Cooley’s spare 
leathers, filling out the top five. 
Averaging 95.56 mph it was the faster 
of the two heats taking 8:47.44 mins. 
to run. 

Cooley briefly led the second heat,

but the yellow and green TZ750 of 
Doug Brauneck had superior top end 
power and would pull away on the 
long Pocono straightaways. Dan Chiv- 
ington, on another TZ, was running 
third with Kurt Lentz and Steve 
Arnold a ways back in fourth and 
fifth. At the line Brauneck drafted 
past Cooley with Chivington right 
on his tail and Lentz and Arnold 
holding their spots. 

The 40-man final was gridded with 
Baldwin on the pole next to the lone 
front row Yamaha of Brauneck then 
the almost identical Hondas of Ren- 
frow, Cooley and Schlachter. The 
second row was all Yamahas. 

Schlachter got the holeshot with 
Renfrow close behind, but Baldwin 
made his move in the hairpin just 
after the first turn and would never be 
headed. Cooley was with the front- 
runners along with Chivington and 
Brauneck. 

Baldwin was comfortable running 
lap times of 1:43 and 1:44 and gradu- 
ally clearing himself from the pack. 
On the third lap he had a five second 
lead and added to that with each lap. 

“I was pacing myself,” said Bald- 
win, “and I never looked back. It was 
hot out there and the heat can take its 
toll on you, but I did the Eight-Hour 
at Suzuka in Japan last week and it 
was hotter than this so it helped me 
get in shape.’ 

Renfrow started to move up at 
about this time with Schlachter fad- 
ing from third. “The engine started 
to overheat on about the fifth lap,” he 
said, ‘‘so I had to back off. It had 
nothing coming off the corners. I 
started shortshifting at about 11,000 
instead of 11,500 and hoping it would 
hold up.” 

Renfrow was having a problem 
with front end chatter and also, along 
with Cooley, was being surprised by 
the quickness of Chivington’s Yam- 
aha. ‘‘That thing has power coming 
off the corners. It was wheelieing 














when mine was hopping sideways.” 

Baldwin’s lead was 10 seconds at 
the halfway point and the order 
behind him wasn’t to change much. 
Renfrow was a safe second, Chiving- 
ton third, and Cooley’s bike was act- 
ing up in fourth. 

“The other guys were riding really 
well,” Cooley began. “We went up a 
jet size because of the heat and it 
wasn’t as crisp as it could have been. 
It was running a little hot most of the 
time and even though I could make 
up time on the infield, Renfrow and 
Chivington were a little quicker on 
the straights.” 

Schlachter was in fifth and going 
nowhere, but behind him Brauneck 
and Miles Baldwin were having at it 
for sixth. Baldwin, back on the 
“Dinosaur” TZ Yamaha after the 
disappointment of his RS500 Honda, 
held the upper hand for most of the 
race until a front tire leak cost him 
the spot and Brauneck took the initia- 
tive for sixth. Baldwin finished 
seventh. 

The other Baldwin, Mike, was 
pleased with the result and,.unpres- 
sured, had no bike or tire problems to 
speak of. Traffic was the only irritant 
he found. “Had the race run for 27 
laps there would just have been that 
much more traffic to cut through,” 

Renfrow said that he was “Trying 
not to look back and was looking 
forward. I saw that I wasn’t closing 
on Mike and was secure in second so I 
held my spot. It was dangerous 
enough out there.’ 

Chivington was elated. “I got that 
old antique in there. The bike’s a lit- 
tle heavier than the Hondas and it’s 
harder to work in traffic. Sometimes 
traffic would help me and sometimes 
it would help Randy. The only prob- 
lem that I had was that the tires were 
sliding a little on the banking.”

McDonald 
scores come- 
from-behind 
win

“We've gotten a lot of almosts 


this year, but this is the first 
time we’re in the middle on the 
victory stand,” and obviously 


ecstatic Sam McDonald said after he 
gave Honda their first Formula Two 
victory of the year on the RS250. The 
McDonald Racing/HRC/Moto-X 
Fox-sponsored rider was challenged 
most of the way though, with Don 
Greene taking second and John Wil- 
liams third. 

Series point leader Chris Steward 
seized and Joey Sommers, who had 
held second in the series fell in turn 
one, breaking his femur and taking a 
trip to the Wilkes-Barre Hospital. Stew- 
ard still leads with 64 points, Greene 
moves into second with 63, and Som- 
mers is third with 56. 

Canada’s Alan Labrosse won the 
first and faster heat with Greene 
second and Chris Steward third. 
McDonald dropped out of the heat 
and had to start from the back of the 
pack for the final. Sommers won the 
second heat ahead of Williams and 
Santiago Londono. 

Self-sponsored Greene got the hole- 
shot with Williams and Sommers 
close behind along with Doug Libby 





and Steward. McDonald was on the 
move and in the top five by the third 
lap. 

By the fifth he was in the lead with 
Sommers and Greene under a blanket 
in second and Williams within strik- 
ing distance. A few laps later and 
Sommers’ race was over in the first 
turn. 

Don Greene explains: “We were 
side by side going into turn one and 
he held it on for about 50 yards longer 
than me and just lost the front end.” 
He was in second at the time and 
McDonald was instantly aware of his 
crash. 

“I was getting plus one from my 
pit crew and then all of a sudden it 
was plus seven,” he said. 

Past the halfway point the race 
turned into something of a parade 
with McDonald leading Greene, Wil- 
liams, Libby, and Londono. The 
positions wouldn't change and Honda 
had its first win. 

“Tt feels great. My brother Phil has 
been working on the bike to get it 
going and it’s finally paid off.” 

Greene was just as pumped in 
second and when asked the stock 
question by the track announcer about 
his Yamaha said, “It obviously seems 
to run well,” adding that it was the 
first time this year that there had been 
three different brands in the winner's 
circle. 

The third was the Rotax of Willi- 
ams. “I drove 3,000 miles to get here 
and I got in last night,” the Emery- 
ville, California, resident said. “I 
only got about four hours sleep and I 
really felt it. My energy started go to 
on about the fifth lap.”

Lechien, Ward & 
Bailey master 
Minnesota MX

MILLVILLE, MN, AUG. 5 

Honda’s Ron Lechien engineered a success- 

ful last lap pass on teammate Bob Hannah 

to win the final 250cc class moto in the Hon- 
14 da/Schmidt Beer-sponsored National MX at 











Ron Lechien rode flawlessly in both 250cc motos to capture the overall 
and stays in the title hunt with two rounds left. 





Spring Creek MX Park and put 
the finishing touch on a 1-1 
performance for his third over- 
all win of the ’84 series. Han- 
nah, in one of his strongest rides 


since recovering from a broken wrist, 
dealt a 2-2 blow for second overall, 
and Yamaha’s Ricky Johnson turned 
a 3-3 score for third. 

Kawasaki's Jeff Ward cooked to his 
fourth straight 125cc overall win, 
again trading moto wins with Hon- 
da’s Johnny O’Mara. O’Mara hand- 
ily won moto one in start-to-finish 
form over Ward, with Ward turning 
the tables and leading O’ Mara all the 
way to win moto two. Honda Sup- 
port's Erik Kehoe and Yamaha Sup- 
port’s Mike Beier battled to third and 
fourth, respectively. 

There was little doubt as to who 
was the superior force in the 500cc 
ranks: Honda’s David Bailey seemed 
able to pull away from his competi- 
tors with a twist of the right wrist and 
did just that. Bailey put his eighth 
consecutive National win in the books 
after a l-l joyride, while Kawasaki's 
Goat Breker had his best finish this 
year with a 2-3 score which earned 
him second overall. Montgomeryville 
Cycle Center of Montgomery, Pen- 
nsylvania’s Mickey Kessler slipped 
into third overall ahead of Yamaha's 
Broc Glover. 


500cc 

After a short but intense rain 
shower, the first moto got underway 
with privateer Honda riders Mike 
Larson and Mickey Kessler leading 
and Bailey, Breker and Husqvarna’s 
Micky Dymond in a line behind. 

“Larson and Kessler were really 
going for the win in the first few 
laps,” said Bailey after the race. “I 
finally got my pace picked up by the 
fourth lap and got ahead of them.” 

By lap five, the order read Bailey, 
Breker, Kessler, Larson, Dymond and 
Yamaha Support rider Mark Murphy. 
Glover, after getting snarled in traffic 
on the start, took an off-track excur- 
sion and tagged a fence before regain- 
ing control. He got back in the groove 
in about 20th position. 

Into lap 12 of what would turn out 
to be a 16-lap race, Bailey had a 
cushion of four seconds over Breker, 
with Kessler a distant third over Lar- 
son and Murphy. The only rider of 








note on the move was Glover who 
had jetted his way up to sixth ahead 
of Dymond. 

Nothing changed in the top seven 
in the last four laps and the win went 
to Bailey by 12 seconds over Breker. 
Kessler, Larson, Murphy, Glover and 
Dymond straggled in behind. 

“I was catching Bailey in the final 
laps,” said Breker, but my rear shock 
blew out and there wasn’t much I 
could do. Until then it was a good 
race.” 

Bailey powered out of the gate at 
the start of moto two with a slight 
edge over Breker, Glover, Larson and 
Kessler. As Bailey sped away through 
the first two laps, Glover squeezed 
inside Breker to secure second at the 
completion of lap four. 

“We didn’t have a fresh shock,” 
said Breker, “and it was either ride 
with the blown shock or not ride at 
all. I was all over the track.” 

Heading into lap eight, Bailey had 
15 seconds on Glover with Breker a 
solid third, but rapidly losing ground 
to the leaders. Larson dropped out, 
leaving Kessler to do battle with 
Honda of Galveston, Texas’ David 
McClain. 

“McClain woke me up,” said 
Kessler. “He passed me and it took 
another few laps to put him away for 
good.” 

Bailey inflated his lead to 47 seconds 
to easily win over Glover, with Breker 
finishing third. Kessler topped Mc- 
Clain for fourth, with Murphy sixth. 

“This track has been good to me,” 
said Bailey. “It was less than a year 
ago that I won the Grand National 
Championship and 250cc titles here. 
I always seem to get good vibes here 
and I can’t wait to come back again!” 

“I’m pretty pumped with fifth over- 
all,” said Murphy, “but I crashed in 
the second moto or I would have 
done better. My goal is to be the top 
500cc privateer.” 


125cc 

Johnny O'Mara and Jeff Ward had 
the only two factory prototype 
machines on the line, but that didn’t 
seem to bother Hi-Point-sponsored 
Clay Hoenshell or Team Tamm'’s 
A.J. Whiting, both piloting basically 
stock Hondas. Hoenshell and Whit- 
ing led the two factory stars off the 
line, but after just a half lap O’Mara 
had sliced past the pair with Ward a

few bikelengths back of them in 
fourth ahead of Orange County 
Cycle’s Jim Anderson ‘and Suzuki's 
Rick Ryan. 

After only two laps, O'Mara had 
burst to an eight-second cushion as 
Ward maneuvered into second and 
pulled clear of Whiting, Anderson and 
Ryan. Hoenshell was back in seventh 
behind Yamaha Support rider Mike 
Beier. 


Ward closed on O’Maraand by lap 
eight had sliced the difference to four 
seconds. Whiting held a safe but dis- 
tant third, with Anderson, Beier, 
Yamaha Support’s Rodney Smith, 
Hoenshell and Honda Support’s Erik 
Kehoe following. 


By lap 12 O’Mara and Ward were 
racing wheel-to-wheel and they did 
so for the next three laps. But with 
less than two laps left, Ward had lost 
his bid. 

“Johnny and I were real close as we 
went into the deep whoops in the 
back section of the track. A lapped 
rider moved in front of me and I got 
sideways — which in that spot was 
enough to make you lose five seconds 
just that quick,” said Ward. 

O'Mara pressed on to win over 
Ward by 12 seconds. “There was no 
way I was going to make up the time 
in a lap and a half so I just cruised 
in,” said Ward. 

Whiting finished third ahead of 
Anderson and Beier, with Kehoe tak- 
ing sixth from Pro Circuit's Doug 
Dubach. 

The start of moto two brought 
Ward and O'Mara into a confronta- 
tion over the lead as soon as the gate 
dropped. Ward got the upper hand 
and roosted away from O’Mara 
through the first few corner, then 
O'Mara got into trouble. 

“I was trying to make up what lit- 
tle ground Jeff had on me,” said 
O'Mara. “I cooked it too hot. into the 
whoops, thinking I might slip inside 
of him, but instead I got sideways and 
slammed against a whoop. I didn’t 
crash, but came to a stop and about 
five guys went around me before I got 
going.” 

O’Mara was back into second by 
the end of lap two, but Ward was 
gone — to the tune of a 12 second 
lead. Smith held third over Dubach, 
Honda rider Guy Cooper, Whiting 
and Kehoe. 





As Ward continued to pull away 
from O'Mara, Dubach and Kehoe 
broke free of a pack to run third and 
fourth. Beier had his hands full with 
Smith. 

By lap 13, Ward's lead over O’Mara 
read 27 seconds, and another minute 
back Kehoe and Beier were dicing 
after both had passed a slowing 
Dubach. 

Ward took the checkered flag 30 
seconds ahead of O’Mara. Kehoe, 
Beier and Smith rounded out the top 
five. 

“I wanted to show what I could 
do,” said Ward. “It’s easy to run away 
when you’re out front, and that was 
my plan. From here on in all I have to 
do is be consistent to take the 125cc 
title — I don’t want to do anything 
stupid.” 

“I simply couldn’t make up the 
difference,” said O'Mara. “Things 
just went Jeff's way this time.” 


250cc 


“I haven’t had a good start in a 
long time,” said Ron Lechien as he 
readied himself for the first 250cc 
moto. “I hope to turn things around.” 

And that he did as he led the field 
away from the gate in the lead which 
he stretched to five seconds after a 
mere half lap. 

Suzuki’s George Holland and Mark 
Barnett, Bob Hannah and Ricky 
Johnson formed a line behind 
Lechien. Billy Liles wason the ground 
shortly after the first corner. “I got hit 
by someone,” said Liles. “My bars 
were bent, the controls were messed 
up, and I was in pain.” 

After five laps, Lechien had 15 
seconds over Barnett and Holland, 
with Johnson fourth ahead of Han- 
nah. Two laps later, the Johnson/ 
Hannah duo dispensed with the Bar- 
nett/Holland faction to reap second 
and third in a whoop section. Team 
Tamm’s Alan King was sixth. 

On lap eight, Hannah broke away 
from Johnson, but still 18 seconds 
behind leader Lechien. Hannah began 
to clip a second per lap off Lechien’s 
lead, as Johnson held a lone third 
over Barnett, Holland and King. 

Lechien, still with an eight second 
cushion, stole the win over Hannah 
with Johnson taking an easy third 
over Barnett. King caught and passed 
Holland on the last lap to finish fifth. 

And Liles? A great comeback ride

took him all the way to seventh 
behind Holland. 

Lechien was also the fleetest off the 
line in moto two, but nearly lost it all 
as he made the pivot at the end of the 
straightaway and got sideways. He 
recovered and kept the lead as Han- 
nah, Yamaha’s Keith Bowen, Liles 
and Johnson dropped into formation 
behind him. 

Hannah stayed close through the 
first five laps, then pulled alongside 
and passed Lechien. Liles gota better 
drive on an uphill and pulled into 
third ahead of Bowen, while Johnson 
was on a course that brought him 
closer and closer to teammate Bowen. 

As Hannah and Lechien kept close 
company out front on lap 10, John- 
son railed past Bowen and focused on 
third-place Liles. Bowen, King and 
Kevin Foley trailed the front four. 

Hannah steadily crept away from 
Lechien and held a five second ad- 
vantage at the end of lap 13, but 
Lechien began to close the gap at 
nearly a second per lap. 

“I was beginning to tire,” said 
Hannah. “My wrist still isn’t in the 
best of shape.” 

On the final lap, Lechien was 
latched to the rear wheel of Hannah's 
bike and he got his break. “I was fol- 
lowing Bob through the deep 
whoops,” said Lechien, “and he gota 
bit out of shape. That was all it took. 
I rammed on by and into the lead. All 
I had to do was keep him back there.” 

Lechien did so and hung on to win 
over Hannah by a two bikelengths. 
Johnson, Liles, Bowen and Kent 
Howerton took the next four spots. 

“Tve had some bad luck in the past 
few races,” said Lechien, “and it feels 
great to pull off another win. Now all 
I have to do is have some good luck in

Three Yanks to the

Americans placed first, third and sixth in the 
Intercontinental Final, the semi-final to the 
World Individual Speedway Championship. 
Shawn Moran won the event witha 13-point 


score, while Overseas Final 


winner Lance King scored 11 
for third and Kelly Moran 
earned himself a spot in the 


Final at Gothenberg, Sweden, with 
an eight-point tally. 

Squashed in the middle of the 
winner’s rostrum was the sole Eng- 
lish qualifier, Simon Wigg, who 
amassed 12 points. 

Just five rides away from the poten- 
tial title, Shawn Moran has a chance 
to become the first American to win 
both the Long Track and Individual 
Speedway titles, 

Shawn Moran started with a win in 
event three over King and Wigg, and 
he repeated the feat five races later 





with a win over the pre-race favorite, 
Denmark’s Erik Gunderson. 

With maximum points from his 
first two rides, Shawn Moran faced 
his brother Kelly in the 10th race. 
Kelly Moran had won his first race, 
but in his second ride he was forced 
off his machine when Denmark’s 
Hans Nielsen pushed the diminutive 
Californian as they bunched into 
turn one. So with only three points 
from two rides, he needed every point 
he could get and he took another 
three when he topped his brother 
Shawn. 

Shawn Moran went on to a third 
win, defeating Australian Billy Sand- 
ers before conceding defeat to Nielsen 
in his final ride. Nielsen needed to

win to qualify, and though Moran 
gave nothing away to the Dane, he 
could not catch him from the start. 


Still getting over his win at the 
Overseas Final, Lance King gave yet 
another performance to silence those 
critics who had said earlier that he 
wasn’t ready for the big time. He 
scored 1] points and could well make 
a habit of finishing on the rostrum if 
he continues this form in Sweden. 

King won only his second race, 
topping Sweden’s Jan Andersson. 
That was the race in which Kelly 
Moran was excluded for crashing, 
and when the man whohelped Moran 
to the ground, Nielsen, came up with 
an engine failure, King and Ander- 
son were left to fight it out. King 
went.on to finish second in the next 
three rides and his points total might 
well have been higher, had he. not 
“felt” that his engine was showing 
signs of fatigue. 

Confidence among:the Americans 
in Europe is at an all-time high, sens- 
ing that a rider from the United 
States can emulate the victories of 
Bruce Penhall. 

While the Americans had great 
success, it wasn’t so for the English. 
Of the three competing only one sur- 
vived, Wiggs, and ironically he wasa 
reserve in one of the earlier rounds 
and only got a chance because of an 
injury to another rider. He’ll make 
his debut appearance in the World 
Final. Out is America’s favorite guy, 
Kenny Carter, who lost a run-off for 
the reserve slot to fellow Englishman 
Alan Grahame after both finished 
with six points. 

Carter has been suffering extreme 
pain throughout the competition after 
he broke a leg around Easter. Carter 
won his first race here, but even with 
the help of pain-killing injections, it 
proved to be too much for the gritty 
Yorkshireman, 

So on to the World Speedway Final 
go the three Americans, and from 
among those three, I’m sure we'll 
have the 1984 World Speedway 
Champion. Shawn Moran starts as 
the favorite, and having already won 
one world title, he surely knows about 
big-night nerves.

Lucero had help in the pits from 
American star Dennis Sigalos.

Lucero scored two wins and two 
seconds, but he let himself down in 
his fourth ride when he was beaten by 
Cox and Alando Castagna from Italy. 
That cost Lucero the title that’s been 
won twice by Americans; Ron Pres- 
ton and Shawn Moran, previously. 

The meet was marred by the death 
of Swedish rider Lief Wahlmann, 
who crashed when his machine seized 
while he was leading a race. He was 
taken to a nearby hospital, but died 
the following afternoon. e

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Team Hammer out- 
lasts longest day

WARREN, OH, JULY 28-29 


Team Hammer’s “Suzuki Express” rolled 
into Nelson Ledges Raceway for the 16th 
annual running of the 24-Hours of Nelson 
and after the dust had settled the team’s 


Suzuki GS1150 Prototype had 


taken its fifth endurance win 
in a row. They beat most of the 
best endurance teams in North 
America, covering 985 laps and win- 
ning by a margin of 27 laps over the 
second place FJ1100 Yamaha of Z-P 
Racing. Team Hammer came within 
15 laps of setting a new mileage 
record for Nelson Ledges despite a 62 
minute red flag when the scoring 
tower lost power in the middle of the 
night. Judging by Hammer’s pace 
before and after the red-flag, the team 
could have covered 2063 miles in 24- 
hours, breaking both the Nelson 





Ledges 2000-miles record and the 
U.S. record of 2025 miles set by Ham- 
mer at Willow Springs in June. 

But despite Team Hammer’s big 
win, the race was dominated by 
Yamahas. That brand took almost 
every class win and in the late hours 
of the race almost every running bike 
seemed to be a Yamaha. 

The race can best be described as 
the Super Bowl of endurance racing 
with the best teams on hand from 
both of America’s motorcycle endur- 
ance roadracing series.on hand. Team 
Hammer's John Ulrich, Tim O’Ken- 
nedy, Steve Baron, Russ Paulk, and 
Dave Schlosser (who replaced a retired 
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Team Hammer's Paulk wheelies off the start between Heschimura’s Chi- 
vington (foreground) and Team Ontario's Ashmead (2). 





Joey Osowski) made it quite appar- 
ent who the nation’s best endurance 
team is as the Arai/Emgo/Kerker/ 
Maxi-Bore/Dunlop/Cam-2/Moto- 
Fox Suzuki led for 21 of the 24 hours 
en route.to the win. 
Five teams took advantage of a 
Thursday practice session including 
Team Hammer. Hammer was repre-: 
sented by O’Kennedy and Schlosser 
in the practice sessions, which were 
overseen by Californian Ken Hoog- 
land who built, prepped, and tuned 
the Hammer Suzuki for this race. 
After some early morning carb 
problems were sorted out O'Kennedy 


` began to get in the 1:21 range with 


Schlosser eventually getting into 
1:17’s. Schlosser, who holds the track 
record at Nelson, (1:12.7 on a TZ750 
Yamaha), was riding his first race for 
Team Hammer after an earlier ride in 
the year with the now defunct Team 
Cowboy. O’Kennedy was’ on the 
Hammer bike for the. second time 
after the team’s record-setting win- 
ning ride at the 24-Hours of Willow. 

“T ran into John out in Laguna 
and we made some last minute ar- 
rangements there for me to ride with 
Hammer since Joey has retired” said 
Schlosser. 


Owing to the importance of the - 


Nelson event Dunlop Tire and Rubber 
Co. had four racing tire technicians 
on hand, headed by Racing Services 
Manager Jim Allen. Metzeler Tire 
Corporation was represented by Sure- 
Fire’s David Graham, who helped 
debut the long awaited Metzeler en- 
durance slicks mounted on North 
Ridge Racing’s FJ1100 Yamaha (rid- 
den by Ralph Johnston Jr. and Sr., 
Doug Cross, Don Sielschott and Jeff 
Jenks). 


Saturday morning’s practice ses- 
sion saw most of the teams taking 
advantage of the session before the 
3:00 p.m. start. Team Ontario’s 
Honda VF1000F Interceptor seized a 
water pump in practice and a re- 
placement had to be found in town. 


Ontario’s Lynn Miller elaborated 
on the team’s plans for the race. 
“We're just going to run 1:20s and 
22s and try to be around Sunday to 
make a race of it in the final hours.” 

Unlike last year’s start which began 
in a torrential downpour, the start 
this year began with sun and a few 
clouds. With the 35 team field taking 
the green it was Ontario’s John Ash- 
mead leading the first two laps fol- 
lowed by Paulk on the Hammer 
Suzuki, third going to the Lyte Rac- 
ing Kawasaki Ninja, and fourth held 
down by 1983 winner Heschimura 
Racing’s 750 Interceptor being rid- 
den by Dan Chivington (partners. 
Larry Shorts, Frank Sega, and Scott 





Strachan; sponsors Northgate Honda, 
Dunlop Tires and R.C. Engineering). 

By the third lap Paulk had the 
Hammer Suzuki out in front and was 
pulling away from the pack after a 
couple of close laps of racing with 
Ashmead. As Paulk was saying bye to 
the field Chivington took over third 
and began dicing with Ashmead, the 
front runners lapping by the seventh 
lap. 

By the end of the first hour Ham- 
mer, Heschimura, and Team Horn- 
blower were on the same lap in that 
order with Ontario fourth, a lap down. 
Heschimura’s bid for the front turned 
sour entering the second hour when they 
seized an engine and spent 37 min- 
utes in the pits replacing it. 

North Ridge Racing’s Sure-Fire/ 
Metzeler/Arai /Klotz/ND/Moto-Fox 
Yamaha-supported FJ1100’s race for 
the front slowed in the second hour 
coming out of turn four -when the 

bike, with Ralph Johnston Jr. rid- 
ing, slung a chain off the sprocket. 

North Ridge’s Ralph Johnston Sr. 
said “It’s really my fault. When I was 
prepping the bike earlier in the week 
I forgot to put hardened bolts on the 
sprocket and the ones I used sheared 
off.” : 

By the end of the third hour Ham- 
mer was two laps in front of Ontario 
and an elated John Ulrich summed 
up Hammer’s position. “We had all 
our problems in the morning prac- 
tice and haven’t hada one during the 
race. We came here last year and got 
smoked (16th) and now we're two 
laps in the lead and our man Russ is 
flying. He’s a secret weapon.” 

The Hurst Yamaha/T, Inc. FJ600 
manned by Kevin Schwantz, Ken 
Morgan, Bob Sellers, and James 
Trimble had moved into third by the 
end of the fourth hour. By the end of 
the fifth hour Ashmead and Miller 
had ridden the Ontario Honda into 
the lead, a lap up on Hammer. The 
K&L Racing/College Bike Shop 
VF1000F Honda Interceptor of Fred 
King, Jimmie Kemp, Jack Leece, Bob 
Lill and Fred Giamo took over third 
after a crash cost the Hurst Yamaha 
several laps. The Heschimura #2 
VF500F of Scott Wilke, Bill Conan, 
Greg Kirby and Keith Marshall moved 
into fourth. 

With darkness coming on and teams 
pitting for lights Miller brought the 
Ontario Honda into the pits for light- 
ing and tires and to turn the bike over 
to night riders Jay Parnell and Phil- 
lipe Kostezer. 

“We're three laps up on Hammer 
right now and we've been beating 
Hammer in the pits all day until this 
one — I think it’s a little slower,” said 
Miller. “We're just babying the bike 
right now.”

Several spaces down in Hammer’s 
pits Hoogland said “We're doing 
great right now. The bike’s been 
running withoutany problemsand we're 
racing according to plan. We move at 
night.” 

After maintaining their lead 
through the seventh hour Ontario’s 
charge came to an end just into the 
eighth hour. Night at Nelson is no- 
torious for crashes and this was no 
exception. Ontario's Parnell became 
involved in a four-bike crash. “I hit 
the dogleg and there was oil and glass 
everywhere,” Parnell said. ‘“There 
were already two bikes down and I 
didn’t have anywhere to go. There 
was no waving yellow flag of any 
kind, no warning at all. Another bike 
went down behind me and when I got 
up they were just starting to wave the 
yellow.” 

Going down behind Parnell was 
Kevin Schwantz on the Hurst FJ600. 
“I was right behind Parnell, and the 
next thing I knew he went down in 
front of me and all I saw was sparks 
and lights everywhere,” said 
Schwantz. “Then another bike went 
down and another. I couldn’t even 
find my own bike. Parnell dumped it 
big time. I really hope he’s okay.” 
(Parnell suffered possible cracked ribs 
and was out for the race.) 

Along with Schwantz and Parnell, 
Team Roadrunner’s VF500F, K&L 
Racing’s Honda, and Rubber Down 
Racing’s FJ600 were involved in the 
crash. 

After spending 35 minutes in the 
pits to repair damage to the Ontario 
Interceptor, Kostezer went back out, 
22 laps off the pace. 

With all the pit action taking place 
Hammer’s O’Kennedy flew into the 
pits, unable to see due to the fogging 
of his face shield. 

“I can’t see, I can’t see” yelled a 
frustrated O’Kennedy. Giving him a 
new face shield Schlosser said ‘‘Just 
cruise man, take it easy” and 
O’Kennedy roared out of the pits. 

Minutes later half the pit lights 
went out making it almost impossible 
for the scorers to see their respective 
bikes. A wire had vibrated loose on 
the generator powering the lights 
and the only way to fix it was to shut 
the entire system down. A decision 
was reached and the race was red 
flagged to get the problem fixed. 

The field entered the pits to make 
any needed repairs on their bikes 
while the lights were repaired. After 
62 minutes the race was restarted 
with bikes being gridded in the posi- 
tions they held when the race was 
halted. 

During the lull in action Heschi- 
mura’s Dan Chivington reflected on 
the track. “You goas hard as you can 





and see what happens. Larry just 
came in and said the track’s in bad 
shape, oil everywhere. I‘m getting 
ready to find out. I guess the red flag 
will give a lot of teams that broke a 
little breathing room.” 

Ontario's Kostezer said “I only got 
to run a lap before the red flag but the 
bike feels good.” 

With the lights fixed and the race 
on a second time Kevin Schwantz 
took the on-track lead. over Hammer, 
several laps down on the Suzuki. 

By the halfway point Hammer had 
an eight-lap advantage over Heschi- 
mura #2 while the Z-P Racing/Rick’s 
Cycle Center/D.E. Machina/Klotz 
FJ1100 of Kevin Perry, Greg Zizza, 
Lex Hutton, Ed Bargy and Nick 
Fagan had taken over a solid third. 
The Racing Ottawa/Darotune/ 
CFGO Radio/Capitol City Cycle 
RZ500 Yamaha held fourth and 
Heschimura #1 had worked back into 
fifth on the same lap with the RZ500. 

As usual in an endurance race there 
were several races going on between 
classes. The race for Lightweight Pro- 
duction was between Team Mary- 
land, Rochester Roadracers, and Bi- 
Wheel Express. Bi- Wheel was running 
the first race on their new water- 
cooled 16-valve four-cylinder RG400 
Suzuki and had been experiencing 
transmission problems since the first 
hour. Bi-Wheel’s Fred Ecklow said 
“It keeps popping out of gear and it’s 
very frustrating, especially going into 
the turns. But we’re staying close to 
the FJ600s.”’ 

As the race was entering the early 
hours in the morning, Team Ham- 
mer’s Russ Paulk, waiting for his 
turn on the bike, said ““Chivington 
and I were turning 1:19s and 1:20s 
earlier. The race here is won or lost at 
night. We’ll be doing okay tomorrow 
if we don’t screw up, and Ontario 
should be right up there if we do.” 

With the end of the 13th hour 
Ontario had crashed again — Dave 
Bonnie riding for injured Parnell — 
and was out. Heschimura was run- 
ning second and third as Heschimura 
#1 was having a fierce battle with Z-P 
Racing, swapping third and fourth 
and running on the same lap for two 
hours. Heschimura #1 went into sec- 
ond at the end of the 17th hour only a 
lap up on Z-P. 

Heschimura #1 held fourth while 
the fabulous Speedboys (John Yure- 
jefcic, Larry Burkholder, Rich Co- 
lano, Lawrence Dinmore and Jim 
Tribou) held fifth on the Rocky Cy- 
cle/Spectro Oils FJ600. After an ear- 
lier crash with Don Seilschott riding 
North Ridge Racing had worked back 
into eighth as Team Maryland (John 
Lowman, David Back, Courtney Col- 
lins, sponsored by Pete’s Cycle Co.) 











led the Lightweight Production class 
and held seventh overall on an RZ350 
Yamaha. 

Just into the 18th hour Heschim- 
ura #1’s ride came to an end with 
Shorts riding. Coming through the 
slippery carouse] Shorts ground out 
and crashed the Interceptor hard, 
possibly breaking an elbow. 

By the end of the 19th hour Heschi- 
mura #2 held second only a lap up on 
the hard-charging Z-P Yamaha. But 
Heschimura #2’s race came to an end 
only minutes into the 20th hour as 
their 500 Interceptor spun a bearing 
and retired. 

With the bikes now just trying to 
finish the order remained almost un- 
changed to the end. Ulrich rode the 
final leg for Hammer and took the 
checker. The FJ1100 Yamaha of Z-P 
Racing took second, first in the Hea- 
vyweight Superbike class. Following 
the Z-P entry was the Speedboys FJ600 
for third overall and first in Middle- 
weight Production. 

North Ridge Racing’s FJ1100 was 
fourth after a come-from-behind 
charge. Fifth was taken by the Racing 
Ottawa RZ500 Yamaha ridden by 
Bugs Green, Frank Dinardo, Paul 
Brignell, and Dan Witmer and first 
in Mediumweight Superbike despite 
crashing after an early-race collision 
with Hammer. Sixth went to Team 
Maryland’s RZ350 Yamaha handled 
by Lowman/Back/Collins, first in 
Lightweight Production. 

Eighth overall and first in Light- 
weight Superbike was the Team 
Leonard/Cycle Swap/Champion 
Spark Plugs/AMP Cycle/North Bay 
Cycle RZ350 Yamaha ridden by Randy 
Rhem, Grant Foster, Pat White, and 
Brent Wood.

Craig Vetter Fuel Economy Run 


Honda Egg 
poaches Open 
wins Rifle blasts 
Real bikes

MONTEREY, CA, JULY 21-22 


The fourth annual Craig Vetter Fuel Econ- 
omy Run returned to the track at Laguna Seca 
for another display of motorcycling’s poten- 
tial future. At stake in both the Open class 


(almost anything goes) and the 


Real Motorcycle class (650cc 
minimum, at least two cylin- 
ders and one passenger) was 
$2000 and a sculptured trophy. 

Most of last year’s contenders were 
back for another shot, though Amer- 
ican Honda’s ill-starred streamliner 
fried an engine in practice and didn’t 





start. Team Rifle, winners in’83 with 
382 mpg, switched to the Real class 
this year, leaving the Open contest a 
showdown between Dan Hanebrink’s 
XL80-powered mini-pod and Matsu 
Matsuzawa from Honda Research 
with a Rifle-faired XL125. 

In Saturday’s qualifying run along 
the coast highway between Carmel 
and Big Sur, Bob Lebo piloted the 























Rifle’s Charly Perethian and passenger Sue Gage won the “‘Real’’ motor- 
cycle class on a Suzuki GR650, 125 mpg on the road. 





Hanebrink machine to a record- 
breaking 557 mpg. The engine had 
been fitted with a manual spark ad- 
vance, the cam timing altered, com- 
pression raised slightly and the in- 
ternals Kal-Garded. The same bike 
had been toppled by the coastal winds 
two years ago, and finished second 
last year at 362 mpg. “We went way 
too fast last year,” Hanebrink said. 

Matsuzawa qualified the HRA Egg 
in second place on Saturday with 340 
mpg. Ken Miyako and Vern Gabbert 
of Honda Research had helped as- 
semble the after-hours project using 
miscellaneous parts off the shelf. The 
bottom end came from a 200 ATC, 
then was fitted wtih an XR185 six- 
speed transmission. The CB125 cylin- 
der was topped by the head and cam 
froma TL125. The final displacement 
was about 145cc. 

Jim Smith of Clovis was third best 
qualifier with 272 mpg on a Yamaha 
185. Fourth on Saturday, at 262 mpg, 
was the Spirit of San Luis, a three- 
wheeler built by Mike Bartz and Rick 
Montanaro. Last year the team had 
entered a two-wheeled CB100 enclosed 
by aluminum tubes and Dacron, and 
recorded 429 mpg. But they were dis- 
qualified by a late finish. 


Vetter’s rules for the three-wheeler 
class stipulated that because their 
frontal areas is so much less than that 
of a motorcycle, a weight penalty 
would be required in the form of 50- 
pound bag of dog food. So Jim Bartz 
controlled the recumbent trike while 
lying on a bag of Purina. Ken Miyako 
logged in fifth with 246 mpg on the 
XR185 built by Bob Clarke of Hon- 
daline. Gerald Foster on the 
Vesco/Guzzetta Suzuki 125 came in 
next at 198 mpg. 

In the Real Motorcycle class, Rifle 
Fairing’s Charly Perethian was top 
qualifier on a Suzuki GR650 at 125 
mpg. His passenger was Sue Gage (99 
pounds dry). 

Perethian made no internal engine 
modifications, but did enhance the 
Tempter’s handling, power band and 
aerodynamics. A spring kit from Pro- 
gressive Suspension and an 18” front 
wheel improved the steering. Denis 
Manning provided a set of BUB pipes 
that cleaned up the low rpm response, 
and Perethian mounted his own pro- 
totype fairing and saddlebag/tailsec- 
tion. The final gearing was 17/28, 
which had the twin turning 2950 rpm 
at 55 mph. 

Qualifying second in the Real class 
was Chris Hodgson on a Gold Wing 
1100 from CC Products in Los Gatos. 
The Honda, fitted with a CC mani- 
fold and single Weber carburetor in 
place of the four original mixers, 
turned in 109 mpg. Alvin Botts’ XS650 
Yamaha was next with 94 mpg, fol- 





lowed by the Honda 700 Shadow of 
Kiyoshi Aizawa at 88 mpg. 

Sunday’s showdown was held on 
the Laguna Seca track between heats 
of the Formula One race. Each Open 
bike was fitted with a bottle contain- 
ing five cents worth of fuel; the Real 
class bikes got a dime’s quantity. The 
float bowls were first run dry. And 
the delay between the draining and re- 
filling spelled the downfall of several 
contestants. 

A few minutes before the start it 
was noticed that Ken Miyako’s float 
had stuck and the fuel had leaked out. 
The same problem went unnoticed 
on both Hanebrink’s and Guzzetta’s 
machines. Only after the LeMans 
start was it apparent that some ma- 
chines were nearly dry. The Hane- 
brink machine made only one lap. 
Matsuzawa, unaffected, went on to 
make six laps and take the victory. 

Miyako had time to refill and was 
second with five laps, followed by 
Artz’s three-wheeler at four. James 
Smith put his Yamaha in fourth with 
three tours. 

In the Real class Perethian made 
his Saturday finish stick, outdistanc- 
ing Aizawa on the Shadow in second. 
Hodgson was third on the Gold Win. 
The Honda CRX, which Vetter in- 
cluded to show what miserable mile- 
age most bikes get compared to cars, 
also had fuel problems on Sunday. In 
Saturday’s qualifying, Oscar Jackson 
put the coupe in seventh place with 
81 mpg. That’s with a passenger and 
a 50-pound bag of Purina Dog Chow. 

It seems that each year a few more 
logistical glitches are removed from 
this event, only to be replaced by a 
few more. Perhaps it’s inherent in 
such contests. While the racetrack 
showdown produces the prize money, 
trophies and glory, it’s mostly ashow 
for the crowd. The real contest hap- 
pens the day before on the coast 
highway, in the natural environment 
of two-way traffic, irregular surfaces 
and gusting winds. 

Given those conditions, and this 
year’s results, you have to wonder 
just how far we may be from the reality 
of acomfortable, two-place 100 mph/ 
mpg motorcycle. e

Quitting at last 7

Yamaha Racing Manager Ken Clark poked 
his head into the doorway of three-time 
500cc Road Racing World Champion Kenny 
Roberts’ motorhome, which was parked in 


the pits at Laguna Seca Race- 
way. “They're calling a man- 
datory rider’s meeting,” Clark 
told Roberts, who was talking 
with a reporter at the time. 

“Ah, piss on ’em,”’ Roberts said, 
turning back to the reporter and his 
tape recorder as Clark disappeared. 

“Are you really quitting?” the re- 
porter asked. 

“I’m fed up,” Roberts replied. “I’m 
fed up with it right now. Not really 
fed up with the actual racing part of 
it, but I’ve been doing it a long time. I 
think I could still go faster and still 
continue but I don’t have the desire to 
do it anymore. And until I get that 
desire to do it, I’m not gonna do it. 

“Its one of those thing where it’s 
pretty dangerous if you want to be at 
the level that lam. If I want to be at a 
lower level and just ride around and 
take my chances at winning with 
luck, that’s fine. But if you want to be 
the fastest guy on the racetrack it’s 
altogether a different story. To be the 
fastest guy every place you go is hard 
to do. 

“Me and Freddie (Spencer) have 
been pushing our abilities to be the 
fastest guys at the racetrack. Where 
ever we show up we’re the fastest 
guys. It takes a lot of discipline, a lot 
of training, and a lot of time on a 
motorcycle and I just don’t have the 





inclination to do that anymore. 

“So it’s better that I quit because 
these one or two races a year is not 
gonna do that. I’m not gonna be at 
my razor edge and I’m not there right 
now. I find that I’m doing things that 
I have to think about that I should 
just be taking in stride. 

“The trouble with riding,” Roberts 
continued, ‘‘is that it looks easy but 
there was a lot of training anda lot of 
work that I had to physically go 
through to be able to ride that thing 
the whole way. I haven’t been on it 
since April and if I lay off from now 
until April again it makes it that 
much harder. 

“If I keep riding just one or two 
races a year I'm gonna get to the 
point where I no longer can handle 
it. Just my body is not physically 
ready for the amount of G-forces and 
stuff you have to do now to win the 
race. I’m not physically ready for it. 

“I’m going out on top. Because if I 
don’t quit, and just do two or three 
races a year, forget it, I’m going to go 
out on the bottom.” 

Roberts had already qualified fast- 
est for the Laguna Seca race, turning 
one lap in 1 minute 6.95 seconds. 
Asked how that could be if he really 
wasn’t razor sharp, Roberts said “I’m 
saying that if I were sharper I would 
be going at least very low sixes or 
high fives. If I had a week here I'd be 











in the fives.” 

What about rumors that he might 
run one more race in Europe? Is 
Roberts really going to retire? 

“This is it,” Roberts said. 

“Positively?” asked the reporter. 

“No, I can’t say that because I may 
have to help Eddie (Lawson) in 
Europe,” Roberts said. 

“As far as the U.S.?” pressed the 
reporter. 

“This is it,” Roberts said. 

“What about the rumors that you’d 
ride at Silverstone?” the reporter 
asked. 





“That was because we had to sub- 
mit an entry (in advance)” Roberts 
said. “Assen was about the time we 
had to have the entry in. I don’t think 
we can give him (Lawson) enough 
help now. It’s not a situation where I 
can help him right now. If it comes 
down to him winning a race and 
Freddie getting third, then maybe I 
can do it. But to go over there and ride 
around behind him and him get third 
or fourth is not gonna help him. 





“Its on him right now,” Roberts 
said. ‘‘He’s got to do it. So it’s gonna 
be Italy probably, the last one, before 
I probably help him. If I can. That’s 
the only thing (that keeps me from 
saying) that this is my last race. If 
there had been a disaster at Spa, then 
I probably would have rode (Silver- 
stone) England.” 

Roberts’ ride at Laguna did help 
Lawson, although indirectly. He rode 
a bike identical to Lawson’s, to de- 
velop tires and suspension. That’s 
why he elected to ride a 500 instead of 
the 695cc OW69 (Roberts calls it a 
680) -he used at Daytona in 1984 and 
1983 and at Laguna last year. 

“I like the 500,” Roberts said. “It’s 
updated. I can do something to better 
the motorcycle. The 680 is retired. I 
can make the 680 better, but why? It’s 
retired. No one’s gonna use it again. 
The suspension unit and all that 
kind of stuff is about three years old, 
and I wanted to ride something that 
was fresh and that I could improve 
on. Same with the Japanese (from the 
Yamaha factory). They were glad 
they could get one together to have 
the input. 

“Tve tested probably 15 new con- 
structions for Dunlop,” Roberts con- 
tinued, “ and I-don’t know how many 
compounds. But I’ve been testing a 
lot on the motorcycle in the short 
time I've had to ride it. Which is one 
of the problems here. I think I could 
go faster if I just had time to work the 
bike out.” 

What about Roberts’ view of Law- 
son’s chances at keeping his World 
Championship points lead intact? 

“Eddie has a lot of pressure on him 
right now because if he takes the 
chances — and tries to win — there 
are more chances of doing something 
wrong when you're going for a win 
than when you’re not. When you're 
riding conservatively you can kind of 
plan everything out and you can win 
the World Championship doing that. 

“In Eddie’s position right now he 
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doesn’t have to win the races. But he 
has to ride aggressively enough, to 
about 90% of his ability, to keep the 
point lead as muchas possible because 
you never know what’s going to 
happen. But he doesn’t have to win 
all the races to win the World Cham- 
pionship.”’ 

Rumors are flying about Roberts’ 
car racing debut, twice scheduled but 
yet to happen. Autoweek raved about 
Roberts’ lap times during his first 
ride in a car, in a test session at Wat- 
kins Glen. 

“I haven't had it (my debut) yet,” 
Roberts said. ‘‘The problem has been 
that Ford is having some engine 
problems with the car and they have 
not been able to produce two cars at 
the racetrack. And they have two full- 
time drivers. So they need two cars to 
have another driver. 
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“The races they wanted me to drive 
they couldn’t supply a car, so we've 
been pushing it back, so I’ve had a 
little more time in the cars anda little 
more time to get ready for the race. I 
think I'll probably do a stock race in 
Ford Mustangs or something first, 
and that will probably be in August F 
sometime. And than I'll be driving Call for your 
GTP cars if they don’t have the 
engine problem they’re having now. 

“I think that if they're impressed 
with that lap time they’re really gonna 
be impressed when I can drive it 
because I had never seen Watkins 
Glen before and I’ve only done four 
laps on it in a car. So it was the first

Fixing the Husky 
four-stroke

Husky four-stroke woes that have been do- 
cumented in these pages led to a recall of all 
the thumpers to correct some major prob- 
lems. While some riders have all but given 


up on their Swedish Steeds, a 


number of riders have continued 
to campaign them, including 
AMA D-37 and CRC southern 
California enduro rider John Jacob- 
sen, the owner of the 510TX Husky 
that we borrowed for an impression 
some time ago. While Jacobsen did 
not have the continuous problems 
that some of the other owners number 
of faced, he did experience hard start- 
ing when hot. In fact during one 
CRC enduro, Jocobsen killed the 
motor in a turn and lost over 20 min- 
utes getting it restarted: he was more 
than dissatisfied. 

The problem seemed to be the Dell 
‘Orto carburetor which was equipped 
with an accelerator pump. No matter 
what the adjustment, the bike flooded 
at the worst moment. 

Other problems encountered by 
Husky owners included oil leaking 
out the shift shaft, clutches going 
belly up, valves seizing, ignitions 
failing and foam filter fires. Not all 
failed at once. Jacobsen’s bike did 
experience premature clutch wear, 
leaking shift shaft and hard starting 
mentioned earlier. 

Husky’s recall replaced the clutch, 
the valve seats, the ignition system, 
and the shift shaft. The pumper Dell 
‘Orto was replaced with a 40mm non- 





pumper Dell ‘Orto and the stock foam 
air cleaner was replaced with a K&N 
fabric filter to eliminate the possibil- 
ity of fire if the engine backfires dur- 
ing starting. 

However, both White Brothers and 
Up-Tite Husky came out with re- 
placement carburetor kits for the 
Husky and we made arrangements to 
test each unit rather than opt for the 
replacement Dell ‘Orto. Both kits con- 
tain a 38mm flat slide Mikuni car- 
buretor, similar but not identical 
units. They differ in that the Up-Tite 
Husky carburetor has a shorter length 
bell which requires a spacer between 
the carburetor and intake manifold 
and longer bolts to compensate for 
the spacer. 

The White Brothers Mikuni comes 
with a long bell, therefore no spacer 
is required. Both kits come with the 
proper throttle cable and a K&N filter 
are essentially bolt on, ready to 
run. The jetting for both carburetors 
is very similar and no rejetting was 
necessary. Both worked very well and 
seemed to solve most of the carbure- 
tor-related hot starting problems. 
Throttle response was excellent and 
starting both hot and cold was a 
snap. 

The Mikuni carburetors also deli- 
vered excellent gas mileage. On a 
recent long-range trip in Baja, Ja- 





cobsen got 60-65:mpg and he wasn’t 
poking along either. 

Other modifications that Jacobsen 
made were to replace the stock han- 
dlebars with higher rise bars (old 
Husky bend). The stock bars were 
just too short to be comfortable. An 
‘84 Husky 500XC tank bolted on 
(but requires the ‘84 XC seat) and 
increased the fuel capacity to 3.4 gal- 
lons. Jacobsen wanted longer range 
for Baja. The stock tank is adequate 
for normal enduro use. 

An Up-Tite Husky pipe was fitted 
and worked very well except for the 
fact it tended to burn the riders leg. A 
stock side panel was re-installed to 
form a heat shield in place of the 
Pro-Circuit panel which is much 
narrower. The stock side panels are 
very wide in order to clear the stock 
pipes which exit near the top of the 
shock on each side, a very poor design. 
Up-Tite Husky now hasan accessory 
spark arrestor available that bolts on 
to the end of the Forest Service Up-Tite 
approved pipe. 

Other modifications included fit- 
ting and Up-Tite Husky aluminum 
oil filler plug in place of the stock 
plastic plug which has a tendency to 
melt. The plug will also fit the Husky 
two-strokes. An Up-Tite aluminum 
brake lever was also installed. 

Since Jacobsen is also an enduro 
rider, he needed to fit a speedometer 
to the bike. Instead of the usual VDO 
set-up found on most Huskies, Jacob- 
sen wanted a larger, easier-to-read 
Honda odometer. But since the Honda 
unit was a completely different ratio, 
a way had to be found to gear it prop- 
erly. One solution would be to fit a 
compatible Japanese enduro drive on 
the hub. But clearance problems 
would make that a job involving 
machine work. 

The Husky VDO drive would bolt 
right on but the ratio was wrong. The 
solution? A small, compact VDO 

















gearbox that changed the Husky gear- 
ing to the proper ratio for the Honda 
odometer. Hollywood VDO sells the 
gearbox with a short cable (to run 
from the transmission to the odome- 
ter) for $25. In addition, the gearbox 
can be recalibrated in case the rider 
wants to change tires. Jacobsen pur- 
chased a Honda ATC odometer for 
$29, considerably cheaper than buy- 
ing an XR or other Japanese enduro 
bike odometer. He fabricated a 
mounting bracket from 4” aluminum 
plate and mounted the ATC odome- 
ter to the handlebar hold-down brack- 
ets. It’s worked flawlessly. 

While Husky recommends 40w 
Bel-Ray and Pro Circuit recommends 
very expensive Castrol R, Jacobsen 
has been running Spectro 20w-50 
with excellent results. 

The only suspension changes Ja- 
cobsen made was heavier shock 
springs and slight damping changes 
to compensate. Jacobsen has no com- 
plaints about the handling. He feels 
it is superior to the Japanese four- 
strokes and the reduced weight of the 
Husky makes it easier on the bod over 
the course of a long tough enduro. 

While not happy with the teething 
problems of the Husky, Jacobsen was 
willing to work with Husky to cor- 
rect the flaws and has worked closely 
with George Erl at Up-Tite Husky to 
develop new products for the thumper. 

One product that Up-Tite is work- 
ing on that we did not geta chance to 
test but is worth mentioning isa trick 
oil cooler for the bike. Since the 
Husky four stroke does not have an 
oil pump, an oil cooler seemed out of 
the question. But good old American 
ingenuity prevailed. Up-Tite designed 
a pump that runs off of the counter- 
shaft sprocket to force oil through the 
cooler. The bike needs a cooler —the 
oil runs extremely hot, especially in 
the desert. The Up-Tite oil cooler 
should be available soon. o

Bellucci shakes 
Earthquake 
Nationals 


KIRKERSVILLE, OH, JULY 28-29 
There was plenty of record 
breaking action at the 7th 
Annual Earthquake Nationals 
at National Trail Raceway. 


When the sounds of racing finally 
died away, only one pro category 
national record was left standing and 
that was in Pro Stock. 

Ray Bellucci rewrote the elapsed 
time record in Pro Comp, lowering 
his own 8.42 second record to an 
astounding 8.19. On the other side of 
the record, Jim McClure and his nitro 
burning Harley-Davidson pushed the 
top speed record up from 161 to 
166.35 mph. McClure held the old 
record. 

Other national records set belonged 
to Elmer Trett, who lowered his Top 
fuel ET record to 7.30 seconds from 
7.33 while Kevin Tooma upped the 
top speed record in Funny Bike to 170 
mph. Both ride Kawasaki-based 
machines. The Pro Dragster ranks 
saw the ET record dropped to 8.67 
seconds by Harley rider Kevin Cleary. 

The first Top Fuel semi saw Trett 
down Steve Miles with a 7.304 second 
blast at 191.48 mph to Miles’ 8.967/ 
152.02. Larry Hayes advanced from 
semi two to the final. 

As the two staged for the Top Fuel 
final, Hayes’ Honda-powered fueler 
lost fire on the line due to a malfunc- 
tioning kill switch. Trett, wishing to 
give the fans a show, hammered his 
Primo/Trett Performance Kawasaki 
through the timers at 7.31 anda track 
record 193.96 mph. 

The opening round of elimina- 
tions in Funny Bike saw Bob Malloy 
down Steve Drake while Bob Hart- 
ness edged Ed Vertullo and Will 
Weimer trailered Dick Vessey, J.D. 
Collins took Kevin Tooma out and 
William Timmons advanced when 
Lance Boyer broke. 

Malloy soloed in round two while 
Weimer outran Hartness and Tim- 
mons ended Collins’ day. 

Kawasaki-mounted Malloy dusted 
Weimer with an 8.23/163.33 pass in 
the first semi while Timmons blis- 
tered the track with an 8.19/158.17 
solo run. 

Problems struck Timmons in the 
Funny Bike final as Malloy carded an 
8.35/162.74 winning ride. Timmons 
limped across at 14.04/83.25. 

Pro Comp, the top class for nor- 
mally aspirated gas burning engines 
and fuel injected nitro burners, saw a 
three-bike semi field. Bellucci took 
his Kawasaki on an 8.203/159.39 solo 
run while McClure bumped Jerry 
Meyers for the other spot in the final. 

Bellucci turned a strong start into a 
winning ride with an 8.29/155.97 to 
beat McClure’s tire smoking 8.90/ 
162.45. 

Pro Stock featured newcomers 
qualifying well and an upset in the 
final. In quarter-final action, top qual- 
ifier Gary Watters soloed while James 
Buttson downed Jim Irving and Jim 
Beatty put an end to Earl Timmons. 

he semis saw Watters rip Butts, 
8.791/152.80 to 9.062/145.16, while 
Beatty soloed into the finals with a 
9.47/139.96. 

Beatty combined a good holeshot 
with a 9.285/139.53 pass to win the 
final on his M&M Kawasaki over 
Watters’ Spencer Enterprises Suzuki.

Pro Design/Hi Performance Works’ 
long rod kit for '84 YZ250 Yamahas 


Longer means 
broader; broader 
means better

When it comes to low-end, berm-busting 
power, the ‘84 Yamaha YZ250E takes the 
cake. But what it gains on its competitors 
down low is nearly lost mid-range on up. 


No, the YZ isn’t considered 


slow, but it could usea little bit 
more on top to really take ad- 
vantage of its tractor-pulling 
grunt. That sounds relatively simple 
but it isn’t. The problem is, when 
searching for more top-end, some 
low-end must be sacrificed. But the 
people at Pro Design/Hi Performance 
Works claim their YZ250E long rod 





kit will give the Yamaha more mid- 
range and top-end without any power 
loss down low. 

The kit includes a cylinder spacer 
plate, rod, two base gaskets and one 
head gasket, bearings, thrust washers, 
studs, knock pins and complete in- 
structions. Hi Performance Works 
offer a few variations of the kit. First, 
there is the high-dollar kit, which 
includes all parts, porting, head mil- 
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ling and installation labor. Second, 
the kit can be purchased parts alone 
with or without installation and no 
porting or head milling. We tested 
the kit with everything milled head 
and porting included. 

When purchasing the kit, the stock 
crank is traded in for the modified 
crank with the longer rod. When 
stock, the crank is pressed together; 
the modified crank is welded back 
together, because Tom Burba (design- 
er and builder of the kit) says that 
once the crank is separated, the press 
fit becomes too loose. The power- 
valve linkages must be slightly modi- 
fied, also. 

Burba says the longer rod does not 
change the stroke, because the pin 
location remains the same, but the 
rod angle decreases, which makes the 
motor work more effortlessly; there- 
fore, the power output increases. 

Carburetion needs to be changed, 
and parts aren’t in the kit. The slide 
received a 2.5 cutaway, and the main 
jet is changed to a #320, while the 
pilot jet is switched for a #45. 

One lap around a track, and the 
difference is very noticeable and im- 
pressive. The power output is stronger 
throughout the range — not in just 
one area. Low-end is fantastic and is 
even stronger than before. The YZ 
will blast out of tight turns with just 
a blip of the wrist, no matter how low 
the revs. 

Mid-range keeps the YZ roosting 
along at a good rate of speed, while 
the top-end power is increased but 
not dramatically. It is faster than 
before, and some of the YZ’s competi- 
tors will have to hustle a little harder 
to beat it to the next turn, but the 
Yamaha still isn’t a rocketship. 

The general feel of the power is 
broader: the powerband is stronger, 
wider and smoother than stock. Com- 
pared to a stock CR250R Honda, the 
modified Yamaha will easily pull the 
CR out of the turns and will hold the 
Hondaat bay to the next turn, as long 
as the straightaway isn’t too long. 
Against a stock RM250E Suzuki, it is 
no contest — the Yamaha will blow it 
away from turn to turn without too 
much trouble, horsepower alone. 

On and off the track, the modified 
YZ is just plain fun to ride: Wheelies 
are a cinch and hillclimbing is a 
blast. This is one engine hop up that 
will increase horsepower, but will 
not decrease the Yamaha’s capabili- 
ties as a fun race/play bike. 

Then there’s the price tag, and that 
can take away a little bit of the fun. 
The kit parts alone sell for $240; with 
porting and head milling it’s $395. 
Complete installation (labor) costs 
$160. Whew! The total — $555 — isa 
healthy sum of money, but if you are 
willing to spend the dough and plan 
on sticking with your ‘ol trusty YZ 
for another year or so, whether you 
race trail riding or both, you will bea 
satisfied customer. For more infor-

Thorpe 
sweeps 
British GP

HAWKSTONE, SHROPSHIRE, 
ENGLAND, JULY 21 

Honda’s Dave Thorpe waited 
until his home Grand Prix at 
Hawkstone Park to take the 
first double moto World Cham- 


pionship win of his career. 

The 21-year-old British champion 
had the 15,000 strong sun-baked crowd 
lining the track right behind him as 
he dominated both legs. 

Only his young 19-year-old fellow 
countryman Kurt Nicoll, aboard a 
KTM, managed to lead Thorpe all 
day, heading the first leg for two laps 
until the Honda man got by. 

The win put Thorpe back into 
third place in the series with two 
rounds to go as teammate Erik 
Geboers slipped to fourth after a 
cracked leg sustained in Sunday 
morning practice put him out, prob- 
ably for the rest of the year. 

Belgian Andre Malherbe kept up 
his challenge for a third title with a 
fifth and fourth place. 

A mid-week bout of flu and a 
twisted ankle slowed Honda’s Mal- 
herbe down in both races but although 
far from happy with his performance 
he still holds a 19-point lead over 
Kawasaki's Georges Jobe. 

“I was really trying today, but 
frankly I just couldn't do it. I was 
tired and I was riding like a beginner,” 
admitted Malherbe. 

Jobe also had his problems. Tak- 
ing second after a race-long chase 15 
seconds down on Thorpe, Jobe was 
dicing with Andre Vromans for second 
spot in moto two when he caught the 
rear wheel of Vromans’ Honda and 
went down. A 

Reigning champion Hakan Carl- 
qvist made his comeback from injury 
at the GP, but a back injury meant 
things didn’t go to plan. 

“I hurt my back when I fell in a 
French international last week and it 
caused a lot of pain in the first race,” 
said Carla. 

“I tried to ride in the second leg but 
it was like having a knife in my back 
and I had to stop after a few laps.” 

After easing to his first race cake- 
walk, Thorpe seemed to have the 
second race even more in the bag, 
leading from start to finish, but it 
wasn’t as easy as it looked. 

“I was really worried about Mal- 
herbe at the start because he was clos- 
ing on me. I wanted to get more than 
five seconds clear from him. Then I 
decided to save some energy for the 
end of the race and break them then, 
so I started taking smoother lines 
rather than looking for the fastest. 
With six laps to go, I gave it everything 
and that just broke them,” said 
Thorpe. 

But with two rounds to go Mal- 
herbe is still in the point standings 
lead. “It’s OK. I’m going to win. I 
will win in Belgium and Italy. Today 
wasn’t good for me but I know I can 
do it,” said Malherbe.

McMahon returns 
and wins at Corona

The 125cc Pro class had one of 
its best turnouts of the year 
tonight at Corona Raceway 
with nine riders entering to 


battle for first-place cash. Malcolm 
Smith Racing/Yamaha rider Vince 
McMahon returned to Corona and 
picked up where he left off — in first 
place. 

A light rain shower fell as the first 
moto got underway, and it was Sun- 
west Yamaha’s Mark Decker leading 
Brandon Schneider (FMF/Cagiva) 
and John Slavens (SoCal Racing 
Fuel/Kaw) through turn one.

But McMa- 
hon fought back, went to the inside 
through the back turn and took the 
lead. Decker came back coming into 
the infield and stuck his front wheel 
under McMahon but could only rub 
knobs.

The start of the second moto be- 
longed to Decker again, with Lopera 
and McMahon a close second and 
third.

off. It wasn’t until midway through 
the second lap that Lopera finally 
found a way by, which was through 
the air, and once out front he quickly 
pulled a small lead. Another Deck- 
er/McMahon duel shaped up, while 
behind them Schneider began a race- 
long battle to get by Riverside Hon- 
da’s Jeff “Wafer” Schaeffer. Decker’s 
chances for the overall went up in a 
cloud of dust on the fifth lap when he 
went down in front of McMahon, 
with enough distance to get going 
again in third.
